Joe Bonni’s heroin exposé was enlight- 
ening on the dangers and insidiously allur- 
ing nature of the drug, but it missed on 
the similar nature of its legal replacement 
narcotic, methadone. Originally produced 
by the same company, IG Farben, that 
manufactured the Zyklon B gas used to 
annihilate many of the victims of the Holo- 
caust, methadone is now made by Eli Lily 
& Company as a heroin-replacement drug. 

Methadone is referred to as a lifetime 
maintenance drug because it is almost im- 
possible to withdraw from. It takes about 
three days of pure torture to detoxify hero- 


in users, but the torturous process takes 
about seven days for those who have used 
methadone solely or in conjunction with 
heroin, according to counselors at the 
drug-rehabilitation program Narconon, 
which uses methods developed by Church 
of Scientology founder L. Ron Hubbard. 
Methadone itself is a prescription narcotic 
that is also sold on the street. It caused a 
drug-related murder in Providence this 
year, and recently has led Kenmore 
Square merchants to push for the removal 
of Massachusetts’s largest methadone cen- 
ter because of a rise in shoplifting, vandal- 
ism, and other crimes. 

The problem is that we have dangerous 
psychiatric drugs being used to replace 
dangerous street drugs — all to avoid the 
hard work of drug withdrawal and 
cleanup. | hope the Phoenix will consider 
covering this problem, including the prac- 
tice of replacing cocaine with antidepres- 
sants, so that those looking to recover 
won't be sent down another dead end of 
pain and addiction.

Logan's invitation to terror 


I've often traveled on airplanes and, with the exception of 
occasional minor engine trouble or bad turbulence, | can hon- 
estly say that I've never felt threatened. 

However, for the first time in my life, | felt unsafe on the 
ground as | sat in Logan Airport’s Delta Airlines terminal to 
await the arrival of family members on flights from Florida and 
Atlanta. Despite recent tragedies — the pipe bomb at Atlanta's 
Olympic Park and the explosion of TWA Flight 800 — Logan 
security left holes big enough, literally, to drive a van through. 

As my husband and | pulled into the short-term parking lot at 
Terminal C, | noticed a menacing yellow-and-black sign: FAA 
SECURITY ALERT: NO TRUCKS OR VANS BEYOND THIS POINT. 

Logan is currently operating at what the Federal Aviation 
Administration calls “security level three.” (Four is the highest.) 
This means the parking lot for Terminal A — the largest lot 
with free access to domestic and international terminals — is 
now closed entirely. Security level three also means more 
meticulous bag searches, body frisks, and X-ray procedures 
— and more interrogations about patrons’ baggage and their 
reasons for flying. 

Even though we were driving a van, my husband decided to 
take a chance and park in the short-term lot, since it was clos- 
est to the terminal entrance. We pulled into a space and | grew 
nervous at the sight of a state trooper sitting near the lot's exit: 
he had obviously been stationed there to enforce the ban on 
vehicles like ours. After we hopped out, my husband began 
shifting boxes of electronic equipment in the back of the van to 
make room for baggage. This is it, | thought. Now we definitely 
look like terrorists. The trooper, deep in conversation with an 
airport employee, glanced over but didn't say a word. | was 
surprised, but shrugged it off and headed off toward the termi- 
nal building. 

As we approached the checkpoint area leading to the ar- 
rival gate, a man with a black-and-green nylon video-camera 
bag was trying to pass through. Some 15 feet away was a 
huge red sign: ONLY PASSENGERS WITH TICKETS BEYOND THIS 
POINT. The man with the camera bag wasn't asked to show a 
ticket — and on top of that, one of the security women couldn't 
figure out how to turn on the X-ray machine. After a few sec- 
onds she shrugged her shoulders and sent the man through. 

Soon after that, a flight from Cincinnati landed and a couple 
hundred people descended to baggage claim to wait for their

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CONSEQUENCES 


Paying for 
the ‘Party House’ 


On weekdays, Erin C. Martin, media- 
relations manager at New England Dea- 
coness Hospital, leads the life of an ordi- 
nary 27-year-old career woman. But on 
the weekends, say irate residents of New- 
port, Rhode Island, she and her improper 
Boston friends turn into terrorists. 

It all started rather innocently on July 31, 
when the Newport Daily News reprinted a 
Boston Globe column that Martin had writ- 
ten, in which she detailed her bacchanal 
weekends in the tony tourist town: men 
sleeping off hangovers on mattresses tossed 
upon a musty basement floor; music so 
loud it made the neighbors’ windows vi- 
brate; hundreds of empty beer cans strewn 
throughout the house. 

Published in a space that the Globe 
dedicates to twentysomething writers, the 
piece was supposed to depict the angst of 
a post-college woman coming to grips 
with imminent maturity (and perhaps a 
deteriorating liver). But Newport resi- 
dents and officials saw it as a lot more. 

Martin’s graphic description of the activi- 
ties in the four-bedroom “party house” — 
which she and 19 others rented for the sum- 
mer for $13,000 — now has the community 
in an uproar. CITY RESIDENTS ARE ABUZZ OVER 
PARTY-HOUSE COLUMN, read one Daily News 
headline. PARTY-HOUSE OUTCRY GROWS, read 
another. One resident went so far as to de- 
clare, “It’s not tourism, it’s terrorism.” 

That outcry reflects the resort town’s split 
personality. One side is the Vanderbilt image 
of Newport, an elegant seaside spot where 
the wealthy once resided in the vast “cot- 
tages” that are now prime tourist attractions. 
Then there is reality: the congested restaurant 
and retail district that draws thousands of 
young professionals, who shop at Banana Re- 
public and guzzle banana daiquiris. Although 

tourism _ is the lifeblood of their town, 
Newport natives nonetheless harbor 
disdain for the vulgarians who 
shatter their vision of New- 
port as a mecca for yacht- 
ing and old 
money. 
Newport of- 
ficials are re- 
portedly at- 
tempting to 
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serve Martin a summons in order to lo- 
cate the “party house” in question and 
take action against the landlord. 

Newport’s zoning laws prohibit more than 
five unrelated people from living in the same 
house. Violators currently face up to $500 per 
day. But after Martin's column, local officials 
are now talking about a real deterrent: $2000, 
says city-council member Kathryn Leonard, 
would be a more appropriate penalty. 

Martin maintains that weekend experi- 
ences like hers have been occurring in 
Newport for years, and are common 
knowledge. “To use me as a scapegoat for 
the entire city is just ridiculous,” she says. 
“If that column was for fortysomethings, 
and I said I was living in a house with five 
other married couples, would there be a 
summons out for me now?” 

Councilwoman Leonard and other city 
officials could not be reached for comment. 

Martin, who hasn't been back to New- 
port since the brouhaha began, adds, 
“and | won't be back ever again.” 

At least not by choice.

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Reed to the rescue 


Ralph Reed, executive director of the 
1.7-million-member Christian Coalition, 
is nothing if not magnanimous in victory. 
Unlike fellow family-values crusader Pat 
Buchanan, who several hours later would 
bellow to his supporters that “the Repub- 
lican Party is becoming a Buchanan par- 
ty,” Reed used a Sunday-afternoon news 
conference in San Diego to advance the 
useful fiction that his organization wants 
nothing more than to extend a helping 
hand to the Bob Dole—Jack Kemp ticket.

But didn’t Dole say that he couldn’t 
accept anything less than a tolerance 
plank that referred specifically to abor- 
tion rights? 

Reed didn’t miss a beat, explaining 
that the worst thing that could have hap- 
pened to Dole was to lose a fight on the 
floor of the convention. By dropping the 
plank early, and replacing it with non- 
specific tolerance language in the ap- 
pendix, Reed insisted, the Coalition and 
its supporters saved Dole from a major 
embarrassment on prime-time television. 
“It was,” said Reed, “a huge victory for 
him.” 
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Hollywood in Boston

Boston. It’s a risk for them because they 
don't know any of the people that work 
here.” 

Although he says it's too early to discuss 
the details, Patton-Spruill describes the new 
{sland film as “a Usual Suspects/Reservoir 
Dogs-type picture about thieves 
and trust and violence.” He ad- 
mits that the story wasn't lo- 
cally based to begin with, 
but he’s been rewriting it 

to fit Boston.

Serge Lambert carries pho- 
tographs of his favorite illustrated 
buses everywhere he goes. The 
buses are decorated from bumper 
to bumper: a submarine breaking 
the ocean's surface in a scene 
from Crimson Tide; a nine-foot- 
tall, loinclothed Donny Osmond; 
Rembrandts, Raphaels, and other 
Gardner Museum attractions. 

Lambert, a wiry black man who 
wears a thick tool belt around his 
waist as he works, has been 
wrapping buses for three years — 
ever since New York became the 
first city to realize it could make 
money by turning smoke-belching 
eyesores into multicolored eye 
catchers. 

Though he still lives in New 
York, Lambert can often be found 
at work in the MBTA garage on 
Dorchester Avenue. He's in de- 
mand: a veteran who can teach 
the rookies how to wrap. 

“Wrapping” is the act of pasting 
25 to 30 computer-printed decals 
over the body of a bus. The sides 
are easy: workers stand on scaf- 
folds methodically pasting and 
cutting. The back is another story. 
A new hire watches Lambert pull 
at a six-by-three-foot decal like a 
fisherman trying to land a big 
tuna.

over the left third of the back end 
of the bus, Lambert smoothes it 
with a squeegee and slices 
around the license plate with his 
razor blade. 

“When it's finished and you 
look at it,” he says, “whew, you 
just have to feel happy.” 

Peter Brown agrees. He runs 
Park Transit Displays, the compa- 
ny that contracts with the MBTA 
to sell ads. Brown's client is hap- 
py: the wraps have boosted rev- 
enue by $250,000 this year. And 
business is booming: 13 wrapped 
buses are on the street this 
month, more than ever before. 
One, paid for by the John F. 
Kennedy Library and Museum, 
features a bus-high head of the 
35th president and a message 
near the front wheels urging us to 
“Put Jack in the driver's seat.” 

Bus-wrapping is certainly a rev- 
enue booster, with advertisers 
paying $5000 a month per bus. In 
the past, the T could make $500 
per bus at most. But is bus wrap- 
ping, as Serge Lambert argues, 
art? 

Joan Norris says yes. Then 
again, she may be biased. Five 
years ago, when Norris took over 
as marketing manager of the Is- 
abella Stewart Gardner Museum, 


McHenry, the producers of New Jack City,” 


attendance had dwindled from 
200,000 per year in the '70s to 
around 130,000. Norris met with 
Brown and made an unconven- 
tional decision: all of the Gard- 
ner's limited marketing budget 
would go to the T. 

Poster ads came first, running 
alongside space rented by De- 
war's, Suffolk Law School, and 
the promoters of Forrest Gump. \n 
late 1994, Brown took Norris to 
lunch and told her about bus 
wrapping. 

“| saw the pictures,” Norris re- 
Calls, “and | said, ‘I've got to have 
that.'” (Although, as she admits, 
“the initial response from the cura- 
torial staff was horror.”) 

It took only a few runs of the 
55 bus — past the Common, up 
Dartmouth and Newbury Streets, 
down Boylston — for Norris to 
realize she had made the right 
decision. About 250 people 
called the museum the first 
weekend, voicing approval of the 
decal mural that included John 
Singer Sargent’s portrait of Is- 
abella Stewart Gardner and 
Titian’s Europa. Over the last 
two years, the Gardner — which 
has also wrapped Green Line 
trains — has seen attendance 
increase 30 percent. The New 
York Times has written about 
the unique nature of Norris's 
campaign, and Norris herself 
has received several job offers. 
Also, she took her first ride on a 
city bus. The museum's, of 
course.

“| watched the reaction of the 
people, and the bus drivers told 
me they were constantly being 
asked to stop so people could 
take pictures of it,” Norris says. 

Of course, anyone who 
doesn't think of art as simply an 
arrangement of colors, forms, 
and movement may be more 
skeptical than Brown's clients. 
And even the T has to admit 
some of the bus wraps have 
been ugly — and, at times, 
downright disturbing. Who needs 
to see the giant, helmeted skull 
of Stallone rolling down Mass 
Ave to advertise Judge Dredd? 
But Greg John, a Boston adman, 
argues that even the ugliest 
wrap is an improvement. 

“Everyone dislikes billboards, 
but everyone loves these,” says 
John. “With a billboard, you're 
taking a skyline and intruding on 
it, whereas with the wrapping, 
you're starting with an ugly bus 
and you're turning it into art.” 

And art ain't cheap. 

In addition to $5000 for the bus 
space, advertisers must pay 
$9000 to produce the huge de- 
cals. Although the Gardner gets a 
special nonprofit rate (which Nor- 
ris won't disclose), it still devotes 
its entire marketing budget to the 
T. And because it is “art,” Norris 
keeps a piece of it in her home. 

A tiny plastic model of an 
MBTA bus, eight inches long, sits 
in her living room.

Not ready for prime time e

While watching GOP-TV’s coverage of the Republican 
Convention on the Family Channel on Monday night, I 
unwittingly hit the remote and switched over to World 
Class Wrestling on TNT. The cameras panned the au- 
dience for about 20 seconds before I began to suspect 
something was out of order: the people in the crowd 
were far too normal-looking to be the assembled faith- 
ful in San Diego. 

The squeals of orgasmic ignorance fit perfectly, but something 
was missing. There weren’t enough Devo-coifed, zombie-eyed 
white boys in attendance, and almost no people of color (or, as I 
heard one Republican caller on a radio talk show say, “people of 
colored”) exhibiting telltale quisling self-loathing. Plus, only ev- 
ery other woman looked as if her hair would shatter into a thou- 
sand pieces if struck briskly with a ball-peen hammer. 


As the action switched back to the ring, it took me another minute to realize that 
the elaborate, choreographed spectacle peopled by bizarre mutants was not the main 
stage at the San Diego Convention Center. But in the end, it was the journalistic in- 
tegrity of the wrestling commentators that made me aware I had accidentally zapped 
myself into a more sophisticated neighborhood. 

With a sigh, I dutifully clicked back to the Family Channel. At least the Republi- 
cans had picked the proper electronic venue to buy two hours of prime time for 
“GOP-TV.” The network built by Pat Robertson’s 700 Club features reruns of tired 
old programs in the 9-to-11 p.m. time slot. So where better e ake a convention that 
will conclude with the coronation of ancient bagman Bob 

GOP-TV’s telecast serves a dual purpose. First, its very cdi of the convention 
is meant to be a running comment that you can’t trust the “liberal” media’s coverage 
of the proceedings. You just never know what kind of information the bleeding hearts 
at Disney (ABC), General Electric (NBC), or Westinghouse (CBS) would attempt to 
foist on us in the service of their leftist cause. The Republicans had no choice but to 
cut a deal with the God-fearing, commonsensical folks at the Family Channel, If you 
want something done right-wing, you’ve got to do it yourself. 

But the main reason for the GOP to present its own micro-managed version of the 
event is this: infomercials work. People believe what they see on TV, and every per- 
son dumb enough to choose to watch the Family Channel for convention coverage 
was another person who wouldn't be exposed to the dreadful possibilities that pre- 
sent themselves each time somebody sticks a microphone in the face of a Republican 
without a script.

Much of that optimism stems from Bob 
Dole’s selection of Jack Kemp as his run- 
ning mate.

Monday night in San Diego was capped with a speech by retired general Colin 
Powell. Powell, the evening’s most visible African-American, took the stage to thun- 
derous applause.

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erot charts a 
course to nowhere

LONG BEACH, CALIFORNIA — It was one of those mo- 
ments that cause you to fear for the future of the Republic. 
Anyone who has covered politics takes it for granted that, come 
every election, some voters — and even some candidates — 
will succumb to zeal, and manifest their fervor in bizarre ways. 
Few, however, go so far as to don a ruffled shirt and tricorn 
hat, mount the rigging of a ship, and deliver a eulogy to Francis 
Scott Key, composer of “The Star-Spangled Banner.” 

But that’s how one Ross Perot supporter chose to welcome 
the press to Long Beach for the Reform Party’s convention, 
thus providing further evidence that, in the words of one 
scribe, “There’s something sort of scary about Perot’s people, 
isn’t there?” 

This strange scene unfolded on the rear deck of the dry- 
docked Queen Mary, where the Reform Party was holding a 
kickoff reception. “I stand before you tonight dressed in the 
uniform of a Colonial officer,” the would-be Paul Revere told 
the crowd of reporters, Perotistas, and Lamm backers, “won- 
dering if | am indeed worthy of wearing it, wondering if I 
would indeed have the courage to give my life for my country.” 

Some spectators began to laugh uncontrollably. Others 
frowned and scowled. “Whoever you are, please don’t write 
about this,” a man wearing a Lamm button begged a reporter. 
“We have enough obstacles to overcome already without more 
stories about how crazy some of these guys are.” 

Indeed. Third-party activists often complain that their 
groups are blocked from becoming bonafide electoral institu- 
tions chiefly by undemocratic state-ballot access requirements 
designed to protect the two-party system. But there is a whole 
host of other reasons why nascent third — or fourth, or fifth 
— parties are ultimately doomed. The Reform Party promises 
to be no different, for one of the usual reasons: internecine 
warfare. 

Even though he has paid his respects to party founder H. 
Ross Perot, Richard D. Lamm, the former Colorado governor 
and aspiring Reform Party presidential nominee, continues to 
point out that Perot has offered no concrete solutions for his 
party. Lamm has also insinuated that Perot, a man fixated on 
control, simply doesn’t understand the nature of government. 
Unfortunately for Lamm, the party purse strings are held by 
Perot and his people — even though they’re, well, a little nutty. 
(Of course, Lamm, at times, is hardly immune to the same 
charge.) 

The scene here in Long Beach harks back less to the days of 
great conclaves convened by Roosevelt and LaFollette than to 
the Monty Python sketch “Spot the Looney.” This time, how- 
ever, we're not just talking about Perot — the megalomaniacal 
bat-eared Texas billionaire. No, today there is a new cast of 
characters, including a vaguely sinister Democratic Party apos- 
tate; a past-his-prime governor who, despite a sensible de- 
meanor, can make Jack Kervorkian look like Santa Claus; and 
a cadre of perennial fringe campaigners whose political theory 
owes more to The Manchurian Candidate than to Debs, LaFol- 
lette, and Wallace. 

Which is not to say that Perot the pseudo-politician is with- 
out merit. His criticism of politics as usual still resonates be-

cause voters do care about campaign-finance reform, fiscal re- 
sponsibility, and responsive government. And any American 
with functioning neurons can tell that, in many respects, the 
differences between the Republicans and Democrats are slight 
at best. 

But since the 1992 Perot groundswell, it has become in- 
creasingly apparent to many Perotistas that for all his populist 
jawboning, Perot is more megalomaniac than democrat. Sever- 
al state chapters of his United We Stand America (UWSA) or- 
ganization have even gone so far as to file Federal Election 
Commission complaints against him, alleging that he has im- 
properly used the educational, nonpartisan UWSA for his own 
political gains. 

Perot perseveres nonetheless. He needs to get the Reform 
Party on the ballot in each state, and, to that end, he’s co-opted 
some of the most effective grassroots organizers around — or- 
ganizers who are even more wacky than he is, and who con- 
tend that they are the ones co-opting him. 

On Sunday, August 18, in Valley Forge, Pennsylvania, the 
Reform Party will announce whether it has chosen Perot or 
Lamm as its 1996 presidential candidate. Until then, party 
members are casting their votes — by post, by hand, by e-mail, 
by fax, and possibly by carrier pigeon.

Those who paid attention to the 1992 Democratic primary in 
New York may recall that the candidates were harangued and 
denounced by a particularly bellicose woman named Lenora B. 
Fulani. Then the presidential candidate of the New Alliance 
Party (NAP), Fulani argued that if the candidates of the major 
parties truly cared about democracy, they would include alter- 
native-party candidates — such as Lenora Fulani — in debates 
and forums. 

All in all, not an unreasonable notion. A closer look at Fulani, 
however, reveals an adherence to a political doctrine that could 
charitably be described as warped. Founded by one Fred New- 
man, the New Alliance Party is merely the latest in a series of 
Newman-created groups, such as the International Workers 
Party and Centers for Change. Drawing on a strange fusion of 
vaguely leftist political sentiment and the theories of Soviet 
headshrinker Lev Zygovsky, the New Alliance Party runs a 
number of “social-therapy” centers that eschew conventional 
psychiatric methods for what has been described as “political 
indoctrination with a dash of psychology.” Part of the doctrine 
calls for additional political alternatives; to oppose the NAP, 
therefore, is to oppose democracy. 

Critics of the NAP have charged that it’s more a cult than a 
political party, and that it preys on the vulnerable. The NAP, 
while an excellent grassroots organizer, nonetheless constantly 
needs money, and has no reservations about cajoling poor peo- 
ple to contribute. “The more you give, the more you grow — it 
feels very, very good,” said Fulani in 1992. 

The New Alliance Party has also never been particularly reti- 
cent about using that old political device known as anti- 
Semitism. Though of Jewish extraction himself, Newman con- 
tends that Jews are satanic; they have, he says, “sold their souls 
to the devil.” Fulani appeared on CNN in 1992 to upbraid 
black “assimilationists who pander to Jews in this country.” In- 
deed, Fulani stated, antipathy on the part of blacks towards 
Jews is the fault of Jews. This antipathy, she explained, is 
caused by “the very backward and reactionary role that many 
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militias, invokes Reagan as a president 
who, unlike Dole and Kemp, respected 
gun owners’ rights. Reagan is everyone’s. 

But as Nancy Reagan’s tears dramatized 
Monday night, the Gipper is not really 
here. And there is nothing Dole or Kemp 
can do to bring him back, no matter how 
sorely he is needed. 

Needed he is. Alone among Republican 
leaders, Reagan united the disparate fac- 
tions that make up the modern conserva- 
tive movement — the religious fundamen- 
talists and the pro-choice libertarians, the 
corporate executives and the lunch-bucket 
populists. Without Reagan’s unifying pres- 
ence, energy, and superb ability to com- 
municate, the Republican Party seems 
dispirited and old, an out-of-touch amal- 
gamation of outdated ideas. 

Nowhere is this more clear than among 
those who represent 'the party’s future: the 
young. Reagan wanted to change the 
world, and young voters sensed that, 
which is why so many flocked to him in 
the 1980s, often to the chagrin of their 
older, more liberal Baby Boom brothers 
and sisters. Reagan believed passionately 
in a few core principles — that commu- 
nism is evil, that government is an impedi- 
ment, that taxes should be lowered — and 
he pursued them vigorously. 

The organizers of this week’s conven- | 
tion have gone to great lengths to recap- | 
ture the sense of youthful energy that was 
a hallmark of the Reagan years. The Re- 
publicans have imported more than a 
thousand 16- to 25-year-olds to work the 
convention floor, to paint signs, to run er- 
rands. An elaborate “Youth Pavilion” has 
been constructed in Embarcadero Park, a 
stunningly beautiful coastal setting behind 
the convention center, where these young 
Republicans are fed, entertained, and 
shown off to the media. Even the MTV 
“Choose or Lose” bus is here. 

But however effective the show, young 
Republicans just do not have the enthusi- | 
asm for Dole that they once had for Rea- 
gan. “Ronald Reagan had a vision,” says 
Matt Triaca, 25, of Alexandria, Virginia. 
“Bob Dole is clumsy and tired.” 

Bob Dole, healthy.and vigorous at 73, 
seems old in a way that Reagan never did. 
Rather than transcend the differences in 
his party, Dole wallows in them, trying to 
satisfy pro-choice and anti-choice factions, 
pro-gay-rights leaders and homophobes, 
budget-balancers and tax-cutters, affirma- 
tive-action backers and opponents, Rotari- 
ans and gun nuts. He has succeeded only 
in angering Republicans and disgusting 
the electorate at large. Rather than trying 
to change the world, Dole seeks merely to 
change his address. His most cherished 
asset — his war heroism — makes him 
seem an anachronism in a world where 
communism is no longer a threat. 

The irony is that there is a surface unity 
to the San Diego gathering that contrasts 
sharply with the debacle in Houston four 
years ago. But this is a false unity, brought 
about by the methods Dole knows best: 
compromise and horse-trading. Dole let | 
the extremists have their way with the par- 
ty platform. In turn they allowed him to | 
showcase moderates, such as Colin Powell | 
and Susan Molinari, during prime time. | 
Indeed, Powell’s electrifying speech Mon- | 
day evening, with its emphasis on less gov- | 
ernment, more personal responsibility, and | 
individual liberty, suggests a Reaganesque | 
way out of the Republicans’ dilemma. But | 
Powell, though willing to speak, has yet to 
demonstrate that he is willing to lead. 

The real reason for the much-touted 
“unity” here is old-fashioned spin control. 
There is no room.at this tightly orchestrat- | 
ed, infomercial-style, made-for-television | 
convention for nasty rhetoric about a “reli- 
gious war,” which Buchanan declared from | 
the podium in 1992. (See “Packaging the | 
Old Coots,” page 14.) Nor was Massachu- | 
setts Governor Bill Weld allowed to reprise 
his defense of abortion rights — that, after 
all, would only have called attention to the 
anti-choice party platform. (See “Pro- 
Choice and Under Siege,” page 24.) And if | 
Sunday’s Reform Party confab is any indi- | 
cation, the independent voting block seems 
permanently disaffected. (See “Perot 
Charts a Course to Nowhere,” this page.) 

Though the Republicans’ right-wing | 
rhetoric has been toned down, the right- 
wing content has, if anything, been beefed 
up. That may play well here, where a 
Christian radio program called Wake Up 
America challenges Jews to call in and de- 
bate the resurrection of Jesus, and where | 
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Jewish people have played under the guise of and politics of 
Zionism.” 

However jaded Americans might become, they remain unlikely 
to join the NAP in significant numbers, even with millions of dol- 
lars’ worth of publicity to rope them in. Indeed, even other alter- 
native political groups shy away from the NAP. But not Perot. 

Earlier this year, a new cable talk show, Fulani’, hit the air- 
waves. First guest: Russell Verney, executive director of United 
We Stand America, national coordinator of the Reform Party, 
and political aide-de-camp to Ross Perot. Once the chair of 
New Hampshire’s Democratic Party, Verney, after 1992, em- 
braced the Gospel of Ross, and set out to fortify the apparatus 
for Perot’s ascension. Who better to call for help than Fulani, 
grassroots organizer par excellence? 

This move earned Verney the enmity of Lamm supporters, 
many of whom consider the Perot-Fulani alliance to reflect the 
real political Perot: a mercenary megalomaniac with autocratic 
tendencies. According to Gerald Posner, author of Citizen Per- 
ot (Random House, 1996), “The only reason Perot did this 
was to use her organization — it has nothing to do with ideas. 
There are people back in Dallas who are . . . afraid of [the NAP 
people] getting too much control.” 

Indeed, some Reform members and some reporters were vis- 
ibly surprised to see Fulani at the Queen Mary affair. Flanked 
by two note-scribbling associates, the former NAP candidate 
moved through the crowd, making small talk with fellow re- 
formers and warily granting interviews. The Washington Post's 
Marc Fisher was one of those who spoke with her. 

Said Fisher, “I told her | remembered when she ran for of- 
fice in New York as the candidate of the Revolutionary Com- 
munist Party, and she said she didn’t remember that — she 
said she’s belonged to every third party there's been. It was 
weird,” he added. “I mean, she’s not really the type you associ- 
ate with Perot.” 

Nor is she the type other Reformers want in the party: “We 
want this party to be for the future, and for the people, not for 
the glory of Ross Perot,” one Lammster said, touching on a 
common (but still minor) theme here. Fulani’s presence he at- 
tributed to “that slick sonofabitch Verney.” Indeed, as soon as 
Verney appeared on the Queen Mary’s poop deck, Lamm sup- 
porters began to glower. 

“Ah, the Prince of Darkness,” said Lamm backer Dana 
Chasin, a young attorney from New York City. Dressed in a 
nondescript gray suit, Verney — a stout, bespectacled man 
with a cautious countenance and Yankee twang — seemed 
confident but reserved as he made the rounds. Chasin caught 
his eye, but before he could harangue Verney about being more 
interested in power than ideas, Chasin found himself back-to- 
back with Sharon Holman, ostensibly the Reform Party’s press 
secretary but referred to by those answering the party’s phones 
as “Mr. Perot's press secretary.” 

Nicknamed “Diamond Lil” for the exceptionally large rock 
on one finger, Holman has Dallas written all over her: perfect 
coif, admirably applied makeup, and the natural but vaguely 
nauseating bright-eyed radiance possessed by certain women 
from the city of Mary Kay. Giving an on-camera interview, 
Holman said that she was proud of the campaign so far, be- 
cause “we've been taking the high road, being constructive.” 

“Yeah, by not holding any debates,” Chasin said, drawing a 
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brief, uncomfortable glance from Holman, who nonetheless re- 
tained her composure and stared back into the camera with 
Stepford Wife eyes. Chasin’s comment drew approving nods 
from nearby red-shirted Lamm supporters. The Lamm camp, 
Chasin explained, had been pressing Perot for a debate — 
something Perot had not dignified with a response. 

“Ross is very good at defining the problems in a broad 
sense,” said Chasin, “but in terms of offering solutions, he’s 
fairly abstract, and some of the ‘solutions’ he offers don't 
translate well in terms of working in a democracy.” Unlike Per- 
ot, Chasin pointed out, Lamm not only understands but re- 
spects the democratic process. 

Lamm does have a certain Jimmy Stewartish charm. Fiscally 
conservative, environmentally conservationist, and politically 
reformist, he comes across as a true believer and an intelligent 
man — a John Anderson type who gets the big picture and has 
an intellectual integrity rarely found in politics. 

Indeed, while Perot merely brandishes charts and whips off 
trenchant one-liners about government ineptitude, one gets the 
impression that Lamm has spent much more time actually 
thinking about the issues. He did, after all, devote the bulk of 
his life to public service; while Perot was ensconced in his cor- 
porate tower in Dallas, disbursing money to buy influence so 
he could make more money, Lamm, as a state legislator and 
governor, was immersed in the world of policy-wonkdom. 
When Perot was spending millions to charter jets to deliver 
Christmas dinner to POWs, Lamm was trying to curb state- 
government largess. When Perot was cozying up to Richard 
Nixon, the quintessential establishment figure, Lamm, fearing 
environmental damage on a grand scale, was preventing the 
Olympics from coming to Denver. In many respects, the two 
men’s backgrounds couldn't be more different. 

And although the elimination of the deficit and getting seri- 
ous about Social Security and Medicare are not cure-alls, they 
are issues Lamm feels passionately about. There is, however, a 
loopy side to Lamm. One of his favorite examples of American 
fiscal largesse is the health-care system — particularly the por- 
tion that goes to care of the elderly. Lamm, despite a credible 
track record as governor of Colorado, is probably best remem- 
bered for his comment that the aged have “a duty to die and 
get out of the way.” It is here that we move into the Soylent 
Green part of Lamm’s socio-political philosophy and begin to

understand the aptness of Democratic pollster Stan Green- 
berg’s comment that Lamm is “Tsongas with euthanasia.” 

Lamm strongly believes in the duty of dying. After a recent 
speech in Charlottesville, Virginia, he was accosted by an older 
woman who asked him point-blank what he would do if his 88- 
year-old father needed a liver transplant. “My father wouldn’t 
accept a liver transplant,” Lamm replied. This is not only a rea- 
sonable view, as he sees it, but an example of his willingness to 
deal with touchy issues. However, it does not play well with 
most of the Reform Party, a number of whose members are 
getting on in years. 

Although no fisticuffs broke out when Lamm stepped onto 
the Queen Mary, quiet sneering was audible among the fac- 
tions: the Lammsters — comprised of younger, professional 
types wearing understated LAMM lapel pins or buttons — would 
gently disparage Perot’s followers, while some of Perot’s people 
said that even though they would back Lamm if he were nomi- 
nated, they wouldn’t be too happy about it because they con- 
sider him “a politician.” 

Besides, opined Ed McKerlie, an Alcoa employee from 
Washington state, even if Lamm did win, he probably wouldn’t 
be up to the job. “Perot is the only hope we’ve got for this 
country,” said McKerlie, clad in an IN PEROT WE TRUST T-shirt. 
McKerlie says that the media, the other parties, and indeed the 
whole system would do anything to stop Perot, because “he’s 
put everything else above his career for his country.” 

« 

This is, of course, a dubious statement at best, but even a 
week before we know the results of the Perot-Lamm contest, it 
seems apparent that Perot will, once again, play the cornpone 
political messiah who will lead the pure out of the political 
wilderness. The faithful gathered here in Long Beach to hear 
the contenders speak, but the voting took place nationwide. As 
soon as the speakers finished, the members of the Reform Par- 
ty — drawn from the mailing lists of United We Stand — be- 
gan to send in their nominating votes. 

But even before the first vote was cast, the outcome seemed 
obvious. Although Lamm delivered a fairly thoughtful speech, 
making it clear that the changes the Reform Party wants cannot 
be quickly dictated from the top but will come about slowly as a 
result of cooperation, he has virtually no chance of success. At 
Sunday’s convention, his ideas were obscured by his oratory, 
which was like verbal Valium compared to Perot’s homespun 
witticisms. 

There are those who lionize Perot because he is “taking on 
the two parties” — parties that are rightfully regarded as sym- 
bols of oligarchy and arrogance. But even a cursory examina- 
tion of the facts reveals that Perot is, essentially, a rebel of con- 
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venience. Few can recall Perot ever taking the floor of a legisla- 
ture to call for liberty or death; however, some do remember 
how, in 1975, his lobbyists worked the Hill, spreading around 
$27,000 to Ways and Means committee members in order to 
quietly sneak in a $15 million tax break for his company, EDS. 
Others recall Perot’s close working relationship with Richard 
Nixon, to whom he lent staff and, in return, was granted Most 
Favored Recipient of Government Largess status. 

It is a fact that Perot’s fortune was made by taking advantage 
of the federal welfare system, which awarded him contracts to 
computerize Medicare and Medicaid. Few of Perot’s followers, 
however, seem to recall that, despite Perot’s insistence he has al- 
ways succeeded by being cost-effective and efficient, the Nixon 
White House in one case eliminated the competitive bidding pro- 
cess for Perot, seeing to it he got a contract that actually exceed- 
ed the government’s spending limit. The beneficiary of hundreds 
of thousands of dollars in Perot campaign contributions, Nixon 
also made sure that Perot’s contracts with the Social Security 
Administration stayed in place, despite evidence marshaled by 
the SSA that EDS was too costly and less than efficient. 

Now, after years of playing the influence-peddling game, 
Perot — who sold EDS to GM for nearly a billion dollars and 
then took almost another billion from GM to leave its board — 
no longer has a need to spend money to keep making it. 

But to the faithful gathered here, these points are either un- 
known, unimportant, or simply examples of the establishment’s 
attempts to discredit Perot. Indeed, the crowd here presents a 
picture of political distance, if not disdain and estrangement. 
Few came to strut about, dressed to the nines, hoping to be 
glimpsed by the camera, as so many do at the Republican or 
Democratic conventions. Simple people, casually dressed, they 
came because, as one woman in her 50s put it, “I don’t trust 
government, and I especially don’t trust government to give us 
real choices or protect our future. But I trust Ross Perot.” 
When asked if Ross Perot was indispensable, she replied, with- 
out hesitation, “Yes.” 

Some Lamm boosters think such opinions may reflect a fun- 
damental shift in the way people think about politics. 
“Frankly,” said one Lammster, “I’m not really sure the Ameri- 
can people care so much about democracy as they do order, 
and at a time when things seem so out of order, I think a lot of 
people like the idea of seeing a shift from participatory democ- 
racy to corporate efficiency.” 

Still, the Lammsters are taking the long view; according to 
election laws (which, it bears noting, Perot violated in 1992, by 
misreporting 12 contributions in excess of $10,000), if the Re- 
form Party gets more than five percent of the vote this year, it 
is automatically on the ballot in 2000. “The battle for the soul 
of the party begins after this election,” the Lamm backer said. 
“If we can steer this thing in the right direction, we can really 
accomplish something.” 

But with Perot at the helm, it’s much more likely that the Re- 
form Party will end like the Queen Mary: in dry dock. Q 
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show no loyalty to the workers and no al- 
legiance to any country” (why don’t 
Democrats talk like that anymore?) — he 
gets to the point. 

“This party is not just their party,” he 
says, contemptuously referring to the Re- 
publican bigwigs gathered in San Diego. 
“Out there” — that is, in the heartland — 
“jt remains Ronald Reagan’s party. Out 
there it’s not afraid to let people speak 
their hearts and minds. . . . America does 
not necessarily need a third party. What it 
needs is a fighting second party.” Though 
he can’t bring himself to use the word “en- 
dorse” (or the word “Dole,” for that mat- 
ter), he nevertheless proclaims “the truce 
of San Diego,” and asks for his supporters 
to make “common cause to defeat Bill 
Clinton.” 

It works. He exits to wild applause. And 
though no doubt some of his supporters 
will stay home on Election Day, or vote for 
Ross Perot or even Howard Phillips, who 
had hoped to draft Buchanan to run as the 
standard-bearer of his US Taxpayers Par- 
ty, in less than 24 hours I spot a young 
man wearing buttons proclaiming BUCHA- 
NAN 2000 and PRO-LIFE, PRO-DOLE. 

The battle is over; the war has just be- 
gun. Or something like that.

Ronald Reagan liked to talk about fami- 
ly values, but there was never any evidence 
that he took them seriously — starting 
with his own divorce and his strained rela- 
tionships with some of his children. When 
he denounced abortion, he sounded as 
heartfelt as the pope, but he did little to 
stop it. And though he claimed to oppose 
homosexual rights, he was also a Holly- 
wood veteran whose circle of friends in- 
cluded gays such as Rock Hudson. It was 
a hypocrisy with which America was com- 
fortable: paying lip service to traditional 
morality while personally pursuing more 
ambiguous courses. 

Morality is a popular topic here. Take 
Tom Galati, a 21-year-old student at 
James Madison University and the Virginia 
state chairman of the College Republicans. 
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“MY GoD,” said one filmmaker, “they’re 
out of control.” 


An Ollie North supporter in a stark white shirt, elephant- 
pattern tie, close-cropped red hair, and the beginnings of a 
goatee, he says he’s got nothing against equal rights for 
gays. He just doesn’t want them to have special rights. He 
cites efforts to extend family benefits to gay and lesbian 
couples. “They’re not real families,” he explains helpfully. 

Outside the convention center, a group of youngsters 
from Operation Rescue is gathered outside, armed with 
Bibles and fervor. 

“Promiscuity is out of control,” says Sarah Unterburger, 
18, of Melbourne, Florida, while fellow protesters carry 
huge color photographs of dismembered fetuses. “People 
think their bodies are their own, and they can do whatever 
they want. And they’re not willing to pay the consequences 
for that.” 

Then again, these kids aren’t Republicans. If they vote 
for anyone, they say, it will be for Howard Phillips, whose 
| US Taxpayers Party seeks to transform the United States 





into a Biblically based theocracy. 
= 

The beliefs of these kids and those of their equally de- 
vout elders makes for fascinating contrast with the be- 
liefs of the 1.7-million-member Christian Coalition, 
which is castigated by liberals as a far-right hate group, 
yet sneered at by true believers — religious extremists, 
and Buchananites alike — as sellouts to the Republican 
establishment. 

No doubt much of that criticism stems from the image 
| projected by the subdued, politically savvy executive direc- 

tor of the Coalition, Ralph Reed. At a packed news confer- 

ence, he’s dressed in his Sunday best: dark-blue suit, red- 

and-silver-striped tie, perfectly folded pocket handkerchief. 
| With his boyish looks, he could almost qualify as the sym- 
bol of Republican youth himself. Instead, Reed symbolizes 
the factionalism that bedevils the Republican Party in the 
post-Reagan era. 
| Reed understands the problem, and he’s spent much of 
| the last year trying to achieve a sense of unity without giv- 
| ing up too much. He’s been only partly successful, but if 
he’s disappointed, he doesn’t let it show. He praises the 
Dole-Kemp ticket as “pro-life and pro-family,” even 
though virtually no one believes either man intends to lead 
an anti-choice crusade. And he insists that the divisive par- 
| ty platform the Coalition helped ram through — with its 
extreme stands against abortion rights, gay marriage, In- 
ternet indecency, and the like — reflects mainstream mod- 
ern Republicanism. “There is no one who is excluded from 
this party based on their stand on any given issue,” he adds 
incongruously. 

Clearly what interests Reed is not principle — not in any 
confrontational, uncompromising way, at least — but 
power. He laid the Coalition’s prestige on the line in help- 
ing to drag Dole to the nomination. Never mind that 
Buchanan’s views are probably more closely aligned with 
those of the Coalition’s rank-and-file membership than 
| Dole’s views are. If Dole wins, he’ll owe a lot to Reed. 
Then we'll find out whether Reed’s ultimate goal is unity 
— or pushing through his narrow agenda.

| The Gun Owners of America is holding a noon recep- 

tion. I hop aboard the good ship Canvasback, where a few 
reporters, led by feminist author Susan Faludi, on assign- 
ment for the LA Weekly, are talking with Larry Pratt, who 
was forced to resign from the Buchanan campaign earlier 
this year following the revelation of his frequent appear- 
ances before militia groups. Pratt, leaning casually against 
the captain’s chair, genially trashes the Dole-Kemp ticket, 
which he charges with being insufficiently pro-gun. 

I ask him if it’s occurred to him that Dole, desperate to

SAN DIEGO — If you want to survive the Republican 
convention, San Diego police warned residents, take a 
few simple precautions. Leave the car at home. Use pub- 
lic transportation. Allow extra time to arrive at your des- 
tination. And if you’re an abortion provider, consider 
packing your bags and heading out of town. 

According to police, some abortion providers did ex- 
actly that. And those who remained behind hired extra 
security and donned bulletproof vests to protect them- 
selves from what police said was the very real possibility 
that someone might try to dot the “i’s” on the GOP’s 
anti-abortion plank with a bullet. 

“I would never second-guess someone else’s decision 
to get their family out,” says Ashley Phillips, sweating 
under her bulletproof vest. Phillips is CEO of Woman- 
Care, a women’s-health clinic located a mile and a half 
from the convention center. For nearly a week, known 
members of Operation Rescue and other militant anti- 
abortion groups have been cruising the streets outside 
her clinic. “Some buildings are hard to defend,” she ex- 
plains, running down a list of WomanCare’s security 
precautions. “These people are scary.” 

Closing for the week was not an option Phillips consid- 
ered. “We don’t think it’s morally right for us to close,” 
she says. “You just don’t respond to terrorism that way.” 

Presidential nominee Bob Dole sailed into town Sun- 
day claiming that he had not read the party’s platform, 
nor did he feel bound by its contents. What he 
most to avoid is acknowledging — and being forced to 
respond to —- the platform’s anti-abortion plank. First 
incorporated into the platform in 1976, just three years 
after Roe v. Wade, the anti-abortion e has be- 


come increasingly restrictive. This ae for the me

“Young Nazis on 
Prozac!” he exclaims. We look toward the 
stage, where well-dressed young women 
and young men with navy blazers and bad 
haircuts are dancing and gleefully 
tossing giant beanbags back and 
forth. “My God,” says Berger, 
laughing. “They’re 
out of control.” 
That’s a bit unfair, 
of course, but it’s 
understandable 
coming from some- 
one who’s working 
with troubled youths. These Republican 
kids dancing their hearts out are utterly 
removed from much of the world around 
them. They may be intelligent, but they 
seem to have no knowledge of how people 
different from them live. In this way, too, 


they’re the inheritors of Ronald Reagan’s 
legacy. As the late Tip O’Neill once ob- 
served, Reagan never ceased to be moved 
by an individual tale of woe — and never 
understood that his social policies caused 
that woe to multiply. 


Reagan left another legacy that is proba- 
bly his most lasting: he instilled Americans 
with the idea that their problems are the 
fault of easily identifiable enemies. Big 
government. Communists. Welfare 
queens. It’s a lesson absorbed into our col- 
lective psyche. As the historian Garry Wills 
observed in last Sunday’s New York Times 
Magazine, Reagan regularly inveighed 
against two evil empires, one headquar- 
tered in Moscow, the other in Washington. 
This basic mistrust of government is now 
so deeply ingrained that neither party can 
move beyond it. The Republicans see no

In conversation after conversation this 
week, I asked young Republicans how they 
could reconcile the Dole-Kemp call for a 
tax cut with gaping budget deficits that 
their generation, presumably, will be re- 
quired to pay off. Not Gne saw any con- 
flict. Many cited supply-side economic 
theory, which holds that tax cuts will so 
stimulate the economy that revenues will 
actually increase. “Voodoo economics,” as 
Bush famously labeled it, is an idea that 
Jack Kemp tirelessly promoted when he 
was a congressman in the 1970s, and that 
was implemented during the 1980s — 
with disastrous consequences for the na- 
tional debt. But the kids didn’t want to 
hear about that. 

“What we’re paying for now is those 
who are too lazy to go out and work,” said 
Jessica Petro, a 17-year-old from Saraso- 
ta, Florida. It’s a sentiment often ex- 
pressed here. 

But as Reagan himself once said, facts 
are stubborn things. The time may come 
when these young people realize that 
their leaders — Democrats no less than 
Republicans — have been lying to them. 
When they realize that economic insecu- 
rity can’t be erased with a tax cut the 
country can’t afford. That the grinding 
problems of crime and illegitimacy can’t 
be solved by taking money away from 
poor children. 

No doubt they’ll look back on this con- 


vention as an idyllic week when the weath- | 


er was beautiful, the music fine, and VIPs 
lavished attention on them. 


But maybe they’ll have some other | 


memories, too: the disaffected Buchanan- 
ites, the Operation Rescue extremists, the 
inner-city kids who were hassled just for 
trying to get a look. For even within the 


comfortable confines of the Youth Pavil- | 


ion, they were exposed to a variety of 
views — on abortion, on welfare, on affir- 
mative action, on gay rights. Maybe they'll 
look back to this time as one marked by 
the first inchoate stirrings of a sense that 
all is not well in their world. 

Now that would be a worthwhile 
legacy. =

Thoughts on what’s lost in the 
age of nip-and-tuck beauty

his is the anti-plastic surgery column. 

Anti-rhinoplasty, anti-upper-lid ble- 

pharoplasty, anti-lip augmentation, and 

anti-pretty much anything else that has 

to do with the whole body-mutilating, 
vanity-inspired, and sadly skyrocketing market for this 
particular form of self-improvement. 

Feh, | say. Feh and eeeeeuw. Every time | pick up a 
magazine or flip on the TV these days, it seems there’s 
another report on the cosmetic-surgery boom: regular 
updates on new procedures from the women’s mags; a 
major spread (so to speak) in the Sunday New York Times 
Magazine last month. A cover story in New York magazine. 
An entire 20-minute segment on ABC’s 20/20 devoted to 
some perfectly ordinary-looking but obviously lunatic 
woman from lowa or Indiana who’s made a life goal (and 
a livelihood) out of transforming herself, literally, into the 
image of Barbie — an effort that’s required some 25 sur- 
gical procedures, 
hundreds of thou- 
sands of dollars, and 
a truly alarming level 
of obsession. 

The whole craze 
upsets me on several 
levels. For one thing, 
| have a morbid 
curiosity about the 
lengths people will 
go to in the pursuit 
of physical perfec- 
tion, so I read and 


reports the way other 
people might watch 
traffic accidents or 
televised reports of 
major disasters. | 
want all the gory 
details, and when it 
comes to descrip- 
tions of plastic sur- 
gery, there's no 
shortage of those. | 
read about open rhi- 
noplasties, in which 
surgeons make inci- 
sions between the 
nostrils and then lit- 
erally lift the nose 
open like the hood of 
a car (Ack!). I read 
about procedures to 
reduce heaviness 
around the eyelids, 
in which the eyes’ 
natural creases are sliced open, the muscle and fatty tissue 
are exposed, and the excess goo is scraped away (Urg!). I 
read about Orlan, the insane French performance artist 
whose documentary, Synthetic Pleasures, details her 
attempt to make her body parts resemble those in famous 
works of art. She got silicone implants in her forehead, for 
example, to give it a nice, rounded Mona Lisa brow 
(Eeeeeuw!). 

| read and read. | watch and watch. | am totally grossed 
out. 

Part of my reaction, of course, comes from the 
detached, almost cavalier manner in which surgeons and 
clients discuss the subject. It’s so casual you'd think 
they were talking about simple household renovatjons, 
or preparing a meal. “Well,” a doctor might say, as 
though he’s tossing off a recipe for a soufflé, “we'll just 
cut a couple of small V-shaped slits into your lips, then 
place a few stitches behind the cuts to push the tissue 
forward — basically turning your lips inside out — and 
then...” 

The description goes on from there but my mind, still 
back on the last paragraph, is reeling. Wait a minute: turn- 
ing your lips inside out? Whoa! The detachment says 
something deeply creepy about how alienated we've 
become from our own bodies, how little thought we give to 
the integrity of the human form, how willing we are simply 
to slice and dice our ways into new versions of ourselves. 
That's what's truly disconcerting — describing bodies as 
inanimate objects, and treating them with less reverence 








than you might use to talk about overhauling a car. 
I suppose this upsets me in_a particularly personal way. 


As someone who battled anorexia for a long, long time, | 


I’m no stranger to alienation from the human form, and | 
know all too well what it means to see your body as some- 
thing that exists outside of you, as something to be objecti- 
fied and molded, as something you loathe until it’s shaped 
to your own specifications. Clearly, the current obsession 
with cosmetic surgery springs from many of the same 
sources that contribute to eating disorders and to the gen- 
eral female obsession with appearance — low self-esteem, 
excessive preoccupation with unattainable images of beau- 
ty, and society’s widespread over-emphasis on externals. 
For this reason, | find the trend both scary and depressing. 
The nip-and-tuck approach to beauty feels like more evi- 
dence of how profoundly misguided we are in our 
approach to our deeper selves. The messages are old and 
tired and persistent: what's outside is important, what's 
inside is not. Value and self-worth come in physical terms, 


not psychic ones. Pursuit of the elusive and intangible, |

And | resent that. | would like to be the sort of person | 
who appreciates those fine lines around my eyes and lips, 
who sees them as life’s battle scars, as the hard-won 
accompaniments to the struggles we all endure as we 
grow. I would like to see them as evidence of wisdom 
acquired, marks of lessons learned, beautiful in their own 
right. That, of course, is a complicated task, an inside job, 
a piece of work that takes place in the cornily labeled cor- 
ners of the heart: the Self-Acceptance corner, the Self- 
Love corner. Cosmetic surgery is the easy way out, of 
course, the way to quite literally slice away that particular 
form of hard, emotional work. So the trend does more 
than gross me out; it also saddens me. Open up my nose 
like the hood of a car? Turn my lips inside out? It's not so 
much that I don’t have the stomach for it; | don’t think I 
have the conscience.

| feel your pain, brother — I’m left-handed, too. So 
were all the major candidates in the last presidential 
election (assuming your idea of major is Clinton, Bush, 
and Perot). Chances are all the major candidates in the 
next one will be too, although | suppose Dole’s war 
injury makes him a special case. Five of the last 10 US 
presidents have been left-handed, although lefties 
account for only 10 percent of the population. 
Obviously we have a gift for leadership. The only prob- 
lem is a lot of us don’t live long enough to use it. 

That, at any rate, is the thesis of psychologist Stanley 
Coren, the man largely responsible for changing the 
image of lefties from lovable kiutzes to members of a 
doomed race. Coren’s 1992 book, The Left-Hander 
Syndrome, argued that for a variety of reasons, ranging 
from lower immunity to disease to a higher accident 
rate, lefties don’t live as long as righties. Based on a sur- 
vey of the relatives of 1000 recently deceased people in 
California, Coren claimed that the average lefty died 
nine years sooner than the average righty (66 years old 
versus 75). 

Many scoffed at this, the chief objection being that the 
life-expectancy gap was implausibly large — even larger 
than the gap between smokers and nonsmokers. 
Insurance-company actuarial departments would have 
to have been in a coma not to have noticed a difference 
this huge before now. Other research has failed to sub- 
stantiate Coren’s claim, finding either a much smaller 
difference in life expectancy or no difference at all. 
Coren’s previous study of baseball-player life spans 
(drawn, charmingly enough, from the Baseball 
Encyclopedia) found only an eight-month gap, and even 
that has been vigorously disputed. 

Coren now seems to have conceded the nine-year gap 
may be a little off. A study of British cricket players 
found a two-year gap, which he has described as rea- 
sonable. Still, even a two-year gap is sizable. If it turns 
out to be legit, you wouldn't be surprised to find life- 
insurance applications with “left-handed” on the risk- 
factor check-off list right after “smokes” and “does 
drugs.” 

So we are left to ponder the question: can this be, 
pardon the expression, right? A lot of people say no 
way. If Coren’s research shows that relatively few old 
people are left-handed, they argue, that’s because lefties 
in the old days were forced to convert, like medieval 
Jews. Me? I’m not so sure. As a general proposition no 
one doubts that lefties differ in fundamental ways from 
righties: There is a fair amount of evidence that left- 
handedness is caused by minor brain damage at birth 
(although there seems to be a genetic component as 
well). Possibly as a result, lefties are clumsier if, perhaps, 
also more creative. 

Looking through the medical literature, | find studies 
reporting that lefties have a higher accident rate, are 
more likely to have their fingers amputated in power- 
tool accidents, and suffer more wrist fractures. What's 
more, lefties suffer more often from allergies, epilepsy, 
schizophrenia, and certain learning disabilities. They 
also subject to an unusually high frequency of drug 
abuse, bed-wetting, attempted suicide, low birth weight, 
sleeping disorders, autoimmune disease, and homosexu- 
ality, a 1992 article in the Atlantic Monthly notes. Not to 
mention the fact, as we have already seen, that they have 
a significantly greater danger of becoming US president. 
If that won't take years off your life, | don’t know what 
will. My advice to fellow southpaws: keep your head 
low, avoid power tools, and never, ever accept a conven- 
tion nomination.

year ago August 9, Jerry Garcia 
died at age 53, ending the 30- 
year reign of the Grateful Dead 


as rock’s top touring attraction. Not 
since the untimely deaths of John Lennon 
or Elvis Presley had there been such 
grief-stricken reactions among fans — 
fans who once numbered a busload of 
hippies but had grown to encompass mil- 
lions in all walks of life, from the presi- 
dent and vice-president of the US down 
to veggie-burrito vendors whose only 
home may have been in the parking lot at 
Dead concerts. 

Yet as the mourning among Deadheads 
continues, the show goes on. 

Most of the action takes place where it 
always did at Dead concerts: among the 
Deadheads themselves. It’s not unlike the 
momentum-driven activity of Elvis fans 
after his death. (Asked what would hap- 
pen now that Elvis was gone, the King’s 
manager, Colonel Tom Parker, reportedly 
replied, “Why, nothin’, son. It’s just dike 
when he was in the Army.”) These days, 
for Deadheads, it’s just like when a dia- 
betic coma forced Garcia off the road in 
1986. Sales of official Dead merchandise 
and music continue apace. Deadheads in 
search of the ideal version of “Dark Star” 
swap tapes of hundreds of Dead concerts, 
all recorded with the band’s permission 
over the years. They chat and argue and 
post announcements over the Internet. 
Most of all, they’re still doing what they 
do best: gathering and grooving, either at 
shows by Dead alumni — notably, this 
summer’s Furthur tour, featuring the new 
bands of Dead drummer Mickey Hart and 
guitarist Bob Weir — or at shows by “fel- 
low travelers,” bands who considered the 
Dead contemporaries (the Allman Broth- 
ers, Santana) or mentors (Phish, Blues 
Traveler) and share the Dead’s long-jam- 
ming, tie-dyed aesthetic and their spirit of 
fellowship. 

Despite — or maybe because of — 
their phenomenal success as road war- 
riors, the Grateful Dead had few hit 
records. The concerts were the central 
sacrament of the Deadhead experience. 
“A Grateful Dead concert is very similar 
to a Pentecostal worship service,” says 
Rob Weiner, a librarian at North Texas 
State University who is writing a bibliog- 
raphy for Dead scholars and has been a 
Deadhead for 11 years. “Only there’s no 
dogma preached. But people are swept up 
by the spirit of the music. The similarity is 
uncanny, as far as the structure.” 

That sense of transport and transcen- 
dence, which made some of the initiates 
regard bandleader Garcia as a messianic 
figure, is hard for Deadheads to explain to 
those who never attended the concerts or 
have heard the Dead’s music only on stu- 
dio or live recordings. You were either 
“on the bus” or you weren’t. (The “bus” 
is a reference both to the tour followers 
and to Furthur, the bus used during Ken 
Kesey’s legendary Acid Tests, featuring 
the then-embryonic Dead.) 

The Dead seemed likely to spend their 
career as a cult phenomenon, playing 
10,000-seat arenas rather than 80,000- 
seat stadiums. Tens of thousands would 
follow the band around to a handful of 
concerts each summer, but Dennis Mc- 
Nally, the band’s publicist, estimates that 
only about 3000 of the most dedicated

_ Deadheads followed the band full-time. 


Then, in 1987, the 22-year-old band 
had its first hit single, “Touch of Grey,” 
and its first double-platinum album, In 
the Dark. A second generation of fans dis- 
covered the band (literally, in some cases, 
as Deadheads started bringing their kids). 
The college crowd, who also began to 
form and listen to “fellow traveler” bands, 
helped make the Dead the top concert 
draw of the 90s. Some longtime fans re- 
garded the newcomers with scorn, espe- 
cially during the final, ill-fated 95 tour, 
when aggressive young gatecrashers 
caused numerous injuries. “It was a real 
tough tour for the band,” recalls veteran 
Deadhead Joe ludice, “and I think it hit 
Garcia hard. He hated being in the spot- 
light, and he knew that the scene was way 
out of control because of kids who came 
to the shows for the good time, not the 
music.” By “good time,” he means “ni- 
trous [oxide] tanks, kids partying on top 
of their cars, lost dogs everywhere. The 
older generations of heads never had to 
deal with that in years past. The parking- 
lot scene turned into a frat party. And 
these kids ruined it for the rest of us who 
were there for the music. All the other 
stuff that went along with touring was the 
icing on the cake. The music always came 
first.” 

Still, the Dead seemed poised to weath- 
er the ’95 disasters, just as they had 
weathered other crises over their long ca- 
reer, including a death-by-drugs rate for 
keyboardists (from Pigpen in 1973 to 
Brent Mydland in 1990) that made the 
Spinal Tap drummer’s chair seem safe by 
comparison. But when Garcia died, just 
eight days after his 53rd birthday, the 
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band members decided to throw in the 
towel. 

Some Deadheads point out that the 
band was bigger than Garcia. “While he 
was the guitarist extraordinaire, half the 
voice, and arguably the ‘leader of the 
band,’ the band was a whole lot bigger 
than the fat man,” says David Dranginis, 
36, who has seen 30 Dead shows over 15 
years. “If they weren’t, then the Jerry 
Garcia Band [a solo project] would have 
filled stadiums.” Opines Rob Weiner, “If 
Bob Weir had died instead of Jerry, they 
also would have called it quits.” 

Nonetheless, Garcia’s death sent many 
Deadheads into tailspins of grief and de- 
pression. Many can recall, as with Lennon 
or John F. Kennedy, exactly where they 
were when they heard the news. “I was in 
Connecticut for my dad’s funeral,” 
Dranginis wrote in a posting to rec.mu- 
sic.gdead, the Deadheads’ Usenet news- 
group. “I called my wife back in beautiful 
Columbia, MO and I asked how she was 
doing. She said, fine, I guess, OK. She 
sounded down. I asked why. Haven’t you 
heard?, she asked. Heard what?, I said. 
Jerry died, she said. I could not connect at 
all, being at my dad’s funeral and all with 
grieving all about. I even said, Jerry? Jerry 
who? Turns out my brothers and nieces 
knew and were keeping it from me. Weird 
part is that I spent the day traveling from 
St. Louis, Chicago to NY and had my 
head buried in a book by . . . Ken Kesey. 
Weird.” 

Posted Brian’ Foote, “All the energy in 
me just sank into the earth and I sat there 
in the middle of the driveway on the edge 
of tears. I don’t remember much after that 
except that evening before I went to bed, I 
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“JERRY WAS NOT THE MESSIAH,” says one Deadhead, but “we still loved him 
like he was our uncle.” 
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turned off my lights lit a bunch of candles 
and put on the very first Dead I ever 
heard . . . ‘Dark Star’ from Live Dead... . 
It just brought a lot of comfort.” 

“I was surprised how devastated I was,” 
says Ed Wile, a 29-year-old psychology 


_ grad student at Yeshiva University, in 


New York, who saw the Dead 130 times 
over 12 years: “It was like a central part 
of me was taken away. I really wondered 
if I was going to be able to [finish getting 
my doctorate]. A turning point came 
when I got my first paper back from 
school and got an A. I realized I could do 
this. Jerry wouldn’t have wanted me to 
crumble.” 
* 

Garcia remains a controversial figure, 
even among Deadheads, not only because 
his own drug abuse seemingly gave tacit 
approval to emulators in his audience, but 
also because it hurt his family and ulti- 
mately deprived them and his fans of his 
presence. The official cause of his death 
was a heart attack, but he had used heroin 
days before, according to the coroner, 
and then checked himself into a rehab 
clinic to break free of his addiction. Gar- 
cia was also a cigarette smoker and an 
overweight diabetic fond of sugary 
snacks. 

Some Deadheads react with bitter an- 
tipathy toward anyone who portrays Gar- 
cia as less than saintly. Fans all but ex- 
communicated former Dead manager 
Rock Scully when he revealed the seamier 
side of the Dead’s backstage life in his 
book Living with the Band, published 
shortly after Garcia’s death. Similar accu- 
sations of exploitation greeted this 
month’s publication of Robert Green- 
field’s Dark Star, a warts-and-all oral bi- 
ography taken from reminiscences of peo- 
ple close to Garcia — friends, employees, 
ex-wives and ex-lovers, but significantly, 
none of the band members or primary 
lyricist Robert Hunter. Rolling Stone was 
also taken to task for publishing the most 
lurid parts in an advance excerpt of the 
book last month. 

Former Dead drummer Mickey Hart 
dismisses Dark Star, saying he hasn’t read 
it, but then goes on to detail his objec- 
tions. “It’s all very self-serving,” he says. 
“There was a secret world even way deep- 
er than that. These people think they 
knew Jerry really well. They only have a 
piece of it. It’s all these women fighting 
over Jerry’s memory. It’s a footnote.” 
Still, he acknowledges Garcia’s human 
frailties: “What do you think he was, a 
god? He certainly didn’t lay that on him- 
self or on me. He was just a guy who 
played guitar beautifully. He was a friend. 
He was also sick and had his problems. 
But they certainly weren’t anybody’s busi- 
ness. There’s a word.for what these pto- 
ple are: P-A-R-A-S-I-T-E-S.” 

Ed Wile thinks it was actually therapeu- 
tic, for him at least, to see Garcia’s faults 
trumpeted. “A lot of us were idealistic,” 
he says. “I believed he was some sort of 
saint or godlike figure, and, as this year 
went on, it became clear that he wasn’t. A 
lot of people wanted to write off the Rock 
Scully book as scandalous. Then the 
Rolling Stone article came out. It made 
me sad. If you fuck around with heroin, 
you’re going to pay. 

“How could someone so loved and tal- 
ented also be so self-destructive?,” Wile 
asks. “It was comforting to me to know 
that he was just a guy. He was a victim of 
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his humanity, as we all are. That was impor- 
tant for a lot of us to realize. I needed to be 
disillusioned a little. I was a little extreme in 
my belief in the goodness of the Grateful 
Dead. The guy was mortal. And that’s fine. 
He sure as hell gave a lot to us. He must have 
loved the music and cared about the band 
and about us because he was there pretty 
much every night he was supposed to be for 
30 years.” 

“Contrary to popular belief, Jerry was not 
the Messiah,” says Aaron Stolz, a 19-year- 
old fan and physics student. “He was an irre- 
sponsible, coke-snorting smack addict, and 
we still loved him like he was our uncle. 

“I miss him every day.”

Deadheads continue to help each other 
grieve and simulate the sense of community 
via a technology they helped pioneer: the In- 
ternet. Deadheads have been communicating 
on-line since the early ’70s. Dead lyricist John 
Perry Barlow heads the Electronic Freedom 
Foundation, protecting civil liberties in cy- 
berspace. Famed Deadhead Howard Rhein- 
gold founded the WELL, the best-known 
electronic bulletin-board service. And rec. 
music.gdead was the first newsgroup devoted 
to a specific band. It continues to receive some 
300 posts a day. On the World-Wide Web, in 
addition to the official Grateful Dead site 
(grateful.dead.net/), there is a Deadhead fo- 
rum called Deadbase (www.deadbase.com) 
and hundreds of fans’ home pages. There is 
also well-traveled Dead Forum on America 
Online. 

Garcia’s death seems to have spurred In- 
ternet activity. “Before Jerry died, I wasn’t 
on-line,” says Wile. “Immediately after he 
died, when I was still acutely upset, | wanted 
to know what was going on in the Deadhead 
community all the time. AOL kept me 
plugged into what was going on out there. It 
let me know that people out there were go- 
ing through similar things as me. I’ve devel- 
oped on-line relationships. I’ve never met 
anybody [in person] through it, but I will, at 
Light the Song.” (See “Celebrating the Fat 
Man,” this page.) 

“I have purchased this computer to keep in 
contact with others in the Deadhead commu- 
nity,” says Robin Wirick, a 38-year-old nurse 
who lives near Pittsburgh and has seen 200 
Dead shows since 1978. “Part of touring for 
me was meeting fellow Deadheads from 
around the country. I’ve been able to meet 
many of those people on-line and even in 
person from time to time. I am a ‘bus driver’ 
[chat-room supervisor] in the AOL Dead Fo- 
rum, and this allows me to not only be in 
touch with other long-time heads, but to 
teach the kind and peace-loving nature of us 
to the newbies.” 

The Internet also provides a way to trade 
concert tapes. “In March, when I was starting 
to feel a lot better, I got really into taping,” 
says Wile. “That happened to a lot of people in 
the spring, when there were no shows. A 
whole bunch of people became tapers. There 
was tons of taping activity on AOL. That 
boom lasted about three months. That’s also 
gone back to just the real hardcore tapers.” 
One of those is Joe ludice, who used to sit in 
the taping section at Dead shows. “I’ve got 
over 700 DATs [digital audio tapes] to listen 
to for the rest of my life, and, believe me, I'll 
listen to every one of them.” He continues to 
tape at concerts by fellow travelers, including 
David Grisman, Widespread Panic, and Neil 
Young. 

Much as they may enjoy attending shows by 
fellow travelers, few Deadheads find them a 
substitute for the original. “No, no, no!” as- 
serts Shannon Nicholls, a 22-year-old fan 
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from Huntington Beach, California. “The 
mantle is way too big to fit anyone but Jerry 
— anybody else wearing it would look like a 
child playing dress-up in their parents’ 
clothes.” As for Phish, the Vermont band 
whose mercurial set lists and extended impro- 
visations have earned them pride of place 
among fellow travelers, Nicholls says, “It’s just 
not even the same ballpark.” 

“Do NOT confuse Phish with the Dead.” 
says David Dranginis. “The Dead were a liv- 
ing, breathing organism for 30 years which 
shed and brought on in concert with millions 
of fans a transcendence singular to itself in all 
of popular culture, not verging on the reli- 
gious, but of the religious. Phish, while a hel- 
luva good band, even a great band, do not 
compare beyond a similarity of style and of 
fans.” 

Heather Kellogg, a 25-year-old fan, was 
disappointed by Deadhead Heaven, an all-day 
festival in Purchase, New York. “The bands 
were really good, but I didn’t like the whole 
organized-vending aspect of that or of the 
Furthur festival. It doesn’t feel like the vendors 
are part of the crowd, like it used to in the 
parking lot. I think that’s the crux of it — I 
don’t feel like I’m as much a part of the whole 
‘show’ with everyone else, as I used to.” 

Nonetheless, the one concert tour this sum- 
mer that did, by and large, satisfy Deadheads 
was Furthur, a seven-hour festival featuring 
Bob Weir’s blues band Ratdog and Mickey 
Hart’s world-beat-pop combo Mystery Box. 
Though neither band sounds much, if at all, 
like the Dead, the fans continued to dance in 
the aisles as they used to. The fundamental 
reason for the tour was to give something to 
Deadheads, says Dennis McNally, who served 
as Furthur’s publicist. “Musicians gotta play, 
Deadheads gotta dance.” Says Hart, “Consid- 
ering they never heard the songs before, the 
fans are on their feet all night. They’re getting 
it. It’s all a little strange at first, but after a few 
minutes they get into the groove and go for a 
ride. They depend on the succession of the 
notes. It’s a habit for them. It’s a healing pro- 
cess for me too to get out and play again. It 
felt good to get back in the familiar groove. It 
was like revisiting an old lover, like good sex 
with an old girlfriend.” 

“I attended a Furthur Festival show in St. 
Louis and found that the beat was very 
much alive,” says David Dranginis. “It was 
like the old days,” raves Joe Iudice. “The 
scene was mellow — you got in and out of 
the parking lots easy, everyone was having 
fun. No drunks, just a fun day of music with 
friends we’ve toured with for years.” Robin 
Wirick, who attended four Furthur shows, 
says, “The vibe has been very similar to that 
which I have experienced at Dead shows, 
and I can feel Jerry’s spirit there. Also, I 
love the festival format, like the rock festi- 
vals of the ’60s and early ’70s.” 

The 3000 hardcore Deadheads who attend- 
ed every Dead show have not done the same 
at Furthur. “Maybe 200 people are following 
this tour the way the hardest core did,” guess- 
es McNally. “I don’t know where they are. 
They all moved to Santa Cruz or Eugene. 

“The fact of the matter,” he continues, “is 
the great majority loved the Grateful Dead. It 
enriched their lives, it was their instant sum- 
mer vacation. Some would do two or three 
shows for a while. But they’re getting on with 
their lives. They’re going to listen to the tapes 
and CDs for the rest of their lives. It’s going 
to nurture them. It was a good time. But the 
assumption that there’s nothing left in their 
lives is condescending. Those friendships are 
not going to end. They may not see each oth- 
er as often. The community is there. It’s in 
the heart.” Q 
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Celebrating 
the fat man 


Numerous concerts and gatherings have been planned around the country 
in the two weeks surrounding the August 9 anniversary of Jerry Garcia’s 
death. They range from the Dancing Bear festival (August 4, Camden, 
New Jersey), an all-day concert of Dead cover bands and fellow travelers, 
to “Who are the Grateful Dead and Why Were They Always Following 
Jews Around?” (August 13, Denver), a multimedia presentation led by Dr. 
Douglas Gertner. There were also events throughout the world — in Lon- 
don, in Germany, and on the slopes of Japan’s holy Mount Fuji. In Cam- 
bridge, there was a tribute show August 9 at the Middle East. The pro- 
ceeds from many events went to the Rex Foundation, the Dead’s clearing- 
house for their favorite charitable causes. 

Two big blowout events are scheduled in the New England area this 
weekend. One is “Light the Song,” a three-day retreat for Deadheads at 
the Northfield Mount Hermon School in Northfield, Massachusetts. 
There will be live music, dancing, and roundtable discussions, featuring 
such Dead luminaries as lyricist John Perry Barlow, Carolyn Garcia (Jerry 
Garcia’s ex-wife), Steve Silberman (co-compiler of Skeleton Key, the dic- 
tionary of all things Dead), David Gans (host of the syndicated radio show 
The Grateful Dead Hour), sociologist Rebecca Adams, and festival orga- 
nizer John Dwork (publisher of Deadzine Dupree’s Diamond News). Mu- 
sic is by the Zen Tricksters, visuals by The Speed of LightShow. It runs 
August 16 through 18; registration fee is $225. Call (413) 587-3115. 

The other, not a Dead memorial per se but an event sure to draw 
younger Deadheads, is the Clifford Ball, a marathon two-day Phish con- 
cert on the tarmac of the Plattsburgh Air Force Base in Plattsburgh, New 
York, outside Burlington, Vermont, August 16 and 17. The band will per- 
form three sets each day. Promoters promise “ a variety of low-priced 
tasty food, an eclectic assemblage of arts and amusements, and several 
surprise attractions.” Camping is permitted, as is taping in the tapers’ 
seating area; such traditional Deadhead practices as parking-lot food 
vending, illegal-drug taking, and nitrous-oxide use are not. (“Remember,” 
says the show’s flyer, “if you purchase nitrous oxide, you are likely to be 
supporting people who care nothing about, and contribute nothing to, the 
Phish community.”) Tickets are $25 per day; camping is $20 per vehicle 
for the weekend. Call Ticketmaster at 931-2000; for more information,

Perry Farrell turns his back on Lollapalooza 
— and opens his arms to the cosmos

eople have called Perry Farrell a vision- 

ary genius, a mischievous eccentric, a 

drugged-out thrill-seeker, and a preten- 
tious poser. At various points along his decade- 
long career fronting Jane’s Addiction and then 
Porno for Pyros, he has been all four. One 
thing’s for sure: Farrell likes stirring up contro- 
versy. That meant that during the height of the 
Parental Music Resource Center’s lobbying ef- 
forts against “pornographic” rock, he featured a 
sculpture of nude women on the cover of Jane’s 
Addiction’s 1988 breakthrough album Nothing’s 
Shocking. It meant breaking up Jane’s Addiction 
at the peak of their popularity; singing on Porno 
for Pyros’ self-titled 1993 debut about mastur- 
bating to television coverage of the LA riots; and 
announcing earlier this year that he was leaving 
behind Lollapalooza, the precedent-setting, 
profitable, traveling alterna-rock festival that he 
founded in 1991, to work on a more challeng- 
ing tour that he’s conceived: ENIT. 

In Ludwig Pallmann’s obscure futuristic 
novel Cancer Planet Mission (Foster Press, 
1970), ENIT is a festival that unites various 
worlds in a celebration of peace, harmony, and 
cultural enlightenment. In reality, this summer, 
ENIT, which comes to Great Woods on 
August 20, will attempt to go one step beyond 
Lollapalooza — or at least beyond what 
Lollapalooza has become. 

In place of the white, male, American hard- 
rock vibe that Soundgarden, Metallica, Rancid, 
the Ramones, and Screaming Trees brought to 
the Lollapalooza main stage this year, ENIT is 
drawing on the rave/dance/DJ subculture to 
present (excuse the expression) an alternative to 
mainstream alternative. Farrell’s own Porno for 
Pyros, who themselves seem to have embraced 
elements of the ambient, chill-out aesthetic on 
their new Good God's Urge, are headlining the 
tour, which also features main-stage acts like 
Manchester’s groovy Black Grape, England’s 
stylish Love and Rockets, dance diva Lady Miss 
Kier, agit-pop BPM-masters the Meat Beat 
Manifesto, and ambient-dance specialists the a a

But Farrell is aiming to make ENIT 
more than just another set of acts from a 
different side of the pond. He’s trying to 
find unusual venues (Walden Woods was 
one idea batted around earlier in the year), 
where the show can start at 4 p.m. and go 
until 6 a.m. the next morning. For select 
dates, Farrell has brought on board groups 
from beyond the American pop orbit, in- 
cluding world-music star Buju Banton, the 
intergalactic jazz ensemble the Sun Ra 
Arkestra, and the New Orleans—based Re- 
birth Brass Band, who will perform during 
tree-planting ceremonies at each site. 
ENIT audiences will be treated to a com- 
munal Krishna-cooked vegetarian meal, a 
cocktail hour, and the colorful spectacle of 
San Francisco’s Future Kulture perfor- 
mance-art collective. DJs will be on hand 
to fill the gaps between bands and to keep 
the party going until dawn. (At traditional 
concert venues such as Great Woods, 
where an 11 p.m. curfew is enforced, 
ENIT will be presented, in Farrell’s words, 
“as a concert.”) 

Farrell has been raising eyebrows ever 
since he came into the cultural spotlight, 
and ENIT may be his riskiest venture yet, 
especially when you consider that he just 
as easily could have sat back and collected 
a fat paycheck from Lollapalooza for the 
rest of the decade and beyond. 

But Farrell is mercurial, a restless, cre- 
ative force who thrives on change. He’s 
what psychologist Robert Jay Lifton de- 
scribed, in The Future of Immortality and 
Other Essays for a Nuclear Age, as the 
| “Protean Man” — a person who “tries out 
various involvements and commitments 
towards people, ideas, and actions; and 
shifts from them, leaves them for new ones 
at relatively minimal psychological cost.” 
Farrell, a product and a shaper of post- 
punk alterna-rock, has grown to embrace 
the communal/environmental ideals of the 
’60s and the promise of the cyberpunk fu- 
ture. He is also a former drug-use advo- 
cate who speaks of maintaining a healthy 
body and spirit; a successful businessman 
who talks like a So-Cal surfer dude and 
functions as a counter-cultural rock star. 

We spoke to Farrell from his home in 
Venice Beach, California, a week before 
ENIT set out for its month-long journey. 
Here’s what he had to say about himself, 
the tour, and his constantly evolving phi- 
losophy of life and art. 


Q: So is everything going smoothly with 
the plans for ENIT? 

A: Well, no. It’s kind of exciting, huh? 

Q: Yeah, | guess it just wouldn't be 
showbiz if things weren't screwed up. 

A: Let me tell you, I agree with you. 
When something goes wrong, at first it 
feels like it killed me. But then the next 
thing I know, I'm just so excited. | can tell 
you that concertgoers, or at least the clien- 
tele I'm opening my doors to, are very late 
to come through the door. They don’t buy 
tickets right out of the gate. They have to 
do a bit of planning about getting to the 
shows and figuring out where they're go- 
ing to stay. This isn’t a show that’s going 
to be taking place right next door for most 
people. In some cases, I guess the younger 
people even have to ask permission to stay 
out all night. 

Q: What do you want ENIT to look 
like? 

A: | really had no template. But if 1 were 
to sit down and call to mind something 
that would be akin to it, | could start to 
dream up pictures of what the Grateful 
Dead might have done. | hold them in 
high esteem in terms of what they tried to 
do with their concerts. And Bill Graham, 
in particular, was an amazing man. He 
took risks and he was always trying to take 
things further out. He got the Dead to the 


Pyramids, and I think that’s pretty far-out. 

Q: ENIT also has a futuristic spin to it, 
right? 

A: I have been interested in trying to in- 
vite extraterrestrial life forms to the show. 
And a friend of mine called me in the mid- 
dle of the night last night and claimed that 
they’re about to make a press conference 
about a meteorite that they found that has 
life forms from Mars on it. 

Q: Maybe they got your message. 

A: I know, it’s so amazing. This is what 
I mean. Have things gone according to 
plan? Absolutely not. But then at the same 
time, just in the nick of time, something 
like this meteorite comes along and gets 
me so excited. 

Q: How are you trying to contact alien 
life forms? 

A: First I’m going to try musically. | 
found a book that details the musical 
breakdown of minerals on this planet. For 
example, phosphate and amethyst and am- 
ber, they all have resonances . . . each 
mineral has its own particular resonance. 
And this book breaks down the resonances 
musically. So I’m having this gentleman 
play sheet music of minerals, if you will, 
and I have it taped. And in between acts at 
ENIT I'm going to play it out towards the 
cosmos and see if any music comes back 


forefront of the business end of things, it’s 
what I’m listening to now. 

Q: So ENIT is a reflection of what 
youre listening to now? 

A: Yeah, absolutely. But its also my re- 
action to the fact that the festival gig has 
gotten so diluted. There's not just one, but 
there’s five or six of them going on now. 
So if you’re looking for the returns that 
Lollapalooza had in 1991 — well, you just 
have to realize that there’s more competi- 
tion. That's very healthy. My forte isn’t 
trying to come back with a big net. My 
forte is trying to create a good party, and I 
still think I can do that, especially if | keep 
listening. For me, the most important 
thing is to go out and research and listen 
and discover. If I sit back on my haunch 
and think that | have the answer, I'm go- 
ing to get bypassed as far as who can put 
together a good party. 

Q: So you just want ENIT to be a good 
party? 

A: What | would really love to see is a 
world party. That would be the most beau- 
tiful thing | could ever see in my lifetime. | 
would love to see the world party simulta- 
neously. 

Q: Do you feel any competition with 
Lollapalooza? 

A: I’m not trying to outdo anybody. But

our way. I’m counting on a sense of hu- 
mor to be had by all, including extraterres- 
trials. | think they would kind of get a 
laugh if they understood mineralogy and 
that we were playing the notes for rock 
salt. 

Q: Maybe they'll drop in for a margarita 
..» Do you think that the signals that gov- 
ernment scientists have been sending out to 
the stars just don't have enough of a sense 
of humor? 

A: Well, yeah. It’s like a Web site. You 
go onto it, and if it’s set up real square you 
probably won't want to converse with that 
guy. But if you see one that's got some hu- 
mor and insight to it, then you'll want to 
get involved. 

Q: Did you think that Lollapalooza was 
losing its sense of humor? 

A: You know, I'm going to be fair and 
I’m going to tell you that things change. 
And to be vital you have to leave behind 
things that you previously built. That's the 
way things go. For example, the way we've 
set up our water system . . . okay, so we 
pollute our water. Now, all right, that’s ig- 
norant. So you're supposed to turn 
around, enlightened, and say, “We didn’t 
think that out right, and now we've gotta 
go back and everything that we stood for 
we have to stand against.” | think that’s 
healthy. Unfortunately, we're not accus- 
tomed to turning on ourselves in that way. 
In our lifetimes, we're very reluctant to 
turn around and admit that the very thing 
that we once stood for is something that 
we now detest, or that it’s something that 
we're not into anymore. We evolve. People 
can be reluctant to move away from what 
they deem a success, especially a monetary 
one. You know, “Well, we’ve made money 
in the past with this music, why should we 
move away from it?” Why? Because in its 
time it was fine, but now there’s new mu- 
sic evolving. And although it's not in the 


if people say to me that they want grunge, 
I'm going to tell them now that I don't 
want to listen to grunge. So you do your 
party and I'll do my party. And that's fine 
enough. There's still a lot more people lis- 
tening to grunge than the kind of music 
that I've been listening to. But I have to be 
true to my heart. And for a few years | 
wasn't true to my heart, and it hurt me re- 
ally bad. | sat around thinking to myself, 
“Do I want the money, or do | want the 
honor and self-respect?” 

Q: So you're talking about more than 
just a musical difference between what Lol- 
lapalooza has become and what you hope 
ENIT will be. 

A: Well, I'm doing ENIT for new rea- 
sons. My reasons have to do with cama- 
raderie and community. | don’t want to 
say the word “communism” because then 
I'll end up on somebody's list. 

Q: Perry, | bet you're already on some- 
body's list. | understand that what you're 
aiming for is a communal feeling, but it 
seems difficult to achieve that on a large 
scale. | can't remember who I first heard 
say this, but if you're in a band playing to 
500 people, there may be 100 people in the 
audience who get it. And when you’re,play- 
ing in front of 50,000 people there still are 
probably only 100 people in the audience 
who get it. If there are people coming to 
ENIT because they like Porno for Pyros, 
are they going to like the Orb? 

A: I'm hoping that if somebody were to 
“get” Porno for Pyros, then the Orb are 
just so amazing musically, they should 
“get” the Orb too. Now, Jane’s Addiction 
and the Orb is a bigger distance to travel. 
So I just have to bide my time, relax a little 
bit, and wait for people to catch on. | 
know people say that people don’t forget 
your past. But I’m under the belief that 
these days people’s pasts can be forgotten 
if you put in good new work. 
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Q: What part of your past do you mean? | 
A: Well, for example, people love Jane's 
Addiction and I loved Jane’s Addiction. 
But I love what I’m doing now. | really 
love what I’m doing now. It makes me feel 
good to sing. And it makes me feel good to | 
work with computers and DJs. And it | 
makes me feel good to hear the musical 
outcome. The rock thing is just like the | 
blues thing is just like the classical-music | 
thing. | mean, it had its time. No one is | 
ever going to put down the great ancient | 
— not to classify myself as a great ancient | 
— but I’m saying that you can’t put down | 
classical music just because its time has 
passed. But you do say to yourself, “What 
can | do now?” I'm much more up for | 
that than sitting back and cashing in on 
my past. Sometimes people get mad be- 
cause it was something that they dug. It 
was something | dug too, but there’s so 

much new work to be done. 

Q: It sounds like Porno for Pyros in 
1996 is very different from Porno for Pyros 
in 1993. 

A: Exactly. | go to rehearsal, and it’s a 
different thing. Music will change people 
in different ways. If you want people to get 
excited you can do that. If you want peo- 
ple to get angry you can do that. But if you 
want people to feel comfortable, well, | 
think I can do that now. I listen to so 
much music and so many people. So all 
this stuff is building in my brain, and I'm 
thinking to myself, I'm no different from 
anybody else, and | feel that there’s a lot of 
confusion out there. | don’t want music 
that’s going to further confuse me because 
I’m already at the edge here — I’m about 
to get pissed. What | want is music that 
opens up my third eye. There’s a brand- 
new room there. I’m looking for music 
that works on that level and that allows me 
to listen to my friend without saying, 
“Shut up!” I want to be enhanced. | would 
like to feel comfortable. 

Q: It's difficult to separate the business 
from that, isn’t it? 

A: Well, I'm doing it this year. I'm abso- 
lutely taking a giant bath. Some people say 
that I’m a good businessman. But I'll be 
honest with you, | think I’ve got people 
fooled because | don't give a shit about 
business. Really. | don’t consider it. | have 
somebody consider it for me. | have an ac- 
countant who stops me from doing things 
if I'm going to go bankrupt, which might 
happen this year. | mean | might have to 
sell my house when this tour is over. So 
what. If | go back to an apartment, who 
cares? 

Q: One of Lollapalooza’s goals was to 
bring people from different musical back- 
grounds — from different scenes — to- 
gether for one concert. Judging by the line- 
up on this year’s main stage, Lollapalooza 
has at least partially abandoned that goal. 
Do you still think it’s possible to get differ- 
ent kinds of people to mix? 

A: Sure I do. Look, my favorite clubs 
are places | can go into and be like, “All 
right, black people, great, there's some 
Asians here, oh my God, is this girl Indi- 
an? She’s wild.” Then | feel believe it 
or not — at home. | do not feel at home 
when there is one color going around the 
room. It makes me real uncomfortable be- 
cause | start to feel there's a uniformity 
going. What I love, and I try to keep my 
friends and business this way, is a mix. 
With ENIT I've brought the balance of the 
black community up high. Instead of the 
one token rap group, I've got three differ- 
ent acts that, coincidentally, are black. And 
the guy who choreographs with me is 
black. We have to go beyond boundaries. 
Musicians do. | mean it’s one of the com- 
munities where | can honestly say people 
honestly see past color. If a guy can play,

| then that’s all that matters. To me, it’s no 
| sweat. But for a crowd, I know it’s a little 
| different. And I’m not playing God or any- 
thing, but I really do intend to bring peo- 
ple together. 

Q: ENIT has a slant toward the dance 
end of the pop spectrum. Do you think 
dance music is the future of bringing people 
together? 
| A: Well, what harm can come from 
dancing? At some of these shows, the mu- 
sic gets people pissed off at each other or 
angry at the world. And what are people 
going to do with all that rage? Are they 
going to go out and be another asshole, 
hitting people? Or do you want to make 
people dance and smile, do you want them 
to smile like a dolphin? We played a show 
in New York and this guy was screaming 
at me, “Where’s your rage, where’s your 
rage?” He kept yelling that at me, so I fi- 
nally said, “Come up here. What do you 
have to say? Maybe I can learn something 
from you.” What does he do? He pulls his 
pants down. He didn’t have anything to 
say. Rage is a blocked-up emotion. It’s a 
stopped thought that stays in your body, 
and it hurts. The rage has to turn into wis- 
dom somehow. And I told that guy that | 
was trying to put my rage to better use. 

Q: Has that, or any of the recent heroin 
deaths that have made the headlines, 
changed your opinions about drug use? 

A: Well, you know, the ever-evolving 
theories of how one should live apply to 
me as well. I'm looking at drugs the same 
way you're probably looking at them. 
You'd like to experience them, you like the 
feeling of them, you don’t want anybody to 
| be hurt over them. Obviously, addiction is 
| out. That’s the first thing | can tell you. It 
makes no sense. It does not show a great 
respect for your own body to pollute it. | 
still believe in the ritual of going through 
| things like the shamans did. The ancient 
| way of taking a plant into your body 
| should be respected. And you should do 
| research before you do anything like that. 
| 





| I think there’s a curse when things are giv- 
| en to you outside of love, with the wrong 
| intentions. You have to be really careful 
| where you get the plant from. If it’s com- 
ing from the wrong direction it’s going to 
| ruin you. 

Q: Tell me about the Future Kulture 

people. 

A: They're just going to be hanging out, 
helping around the grounds.

work with Future Kulture, maybe to help 
keep the grounds clean. Or maybe we'll 
have them backstage to help. We're having 
a really cool backstage. It’s in the round so 
that there’s no “star” dressing room. I re- 
member Gibby [Haynes, of the Butthole 
Surfers] saying to me at Lollapalooza, 
“You know where our dressing room is? 
Out by the toilets.” So I had to tell Gibby 
that I didn’t lay out the dressing rooms 
and put him by the bathrooms on purpose. 
Things got carried away with that stuff. 

Q: What are you planning to serve for a 
communal meal? 

A: Well, sometimes when I was poor | 
would go to these Krishna centers because 
they gave away food for nothing. They got 
in your ear a little bit, | must say, but that 
was the deal, man: if you’re not paying for 
the food, then you've got to lend an ear. In 
this case, I've asked them not to prosely- 
tize. They're there to serve vegetarian food 
— lentils, rice, cauliflower, tofu, and 
things like that. It’s included in the price 
of the ticket. But I've got to tell you, in all 
honesty, if you really are up for gorging | 
yourself, then eat before you come. May 
attitude is this: | fast once a week. I don’t 
want people to be lying there with their 
bellies so full that they can’t dance or ap- 
preciate or converse. You'll find that when 
you eat less, your mind and body stay 
more active. I'm not going to say people 
should fast — there will be a communal 
meal [with] baked goods, fruit, juice, and 
absolutely fresh water. But | want to keep 
people's bellies light and their minds 
sharp. 

Q: Are you going to be able do tree- 
planting at all the shows? 

A: Yeah. Every venue has okayed it. But 
we only get 13 trees in each location. Soin 
order to make it more ornate, I'm going to | 
try and get sculpture artists to create 
something that will be at the center of the | 
circle. And then people can buy tree | 
seedlings for a dollar or $1.50, and plant 
them at home. 

Q: Communal meals and tree plantings 
— it does sound like something the Dead 
might have done .. . 

A: | don’t have that much of an attach- 
ment to things from the past. | think the 
Grateful Dead was really wild, and it was 
probably the best situation | can think of 
in terms of a traveling festival, at least in 
terms of the people being kind and having 
a sense of community. But what has hap- 
pened is that computers have come in and 
created a hyperculture. And I love that. 
But what that lacks is the human spirit and 
human fire that you can’t get from purely 
electronic music. The marriage of the two 
is what I’m after. Man working with ma- 
chine. That’s what we are. Q

A Persian fairy tale 


descends on Beacon Hill

he name of this restaurant, 
from the Victorian poem 
Lalla Rookh, conjures up 
an image of what Edward 
Said has labeled “Oriental- 
ism” — in this case, stereotypes of sen- 
suality and luxury. But here the name is 
respelled, using what is now the aca- 
demically accepted transliteration. Thus 
Lala Rokh, the restaurant, invokes our 
fantasies of the East, delivers food and 
service to meet those fantasies, and then 
corrects the details, as if to underline 
how fantastical the evening has been. 

The correction at the end is that al- 
though the food is recognizably Per- 
sian (as we can know from the Pars 
Café and the lamented Saffron Grill), 
it is specifically Azerbaijani, with ori- 
gins in the area where northwest Iran 
meets southeast Turkey and the for- 
merly Soviet republic of Azerbaijan. 
There are no politics at Lala Rokh — 
no Kurdish problem, no child labor, no 
Azeri-Armenian war, no fatwa against 
Salman Rushdie. There are family 
treasures of Persian miniatures and 
medieval calligraphy and antique maps 
on the walls; there are Art Moderne 
vases and pink Fiestaware in the 
rooms; and there is the most extraordi- 
nary food on the tables. 

| urge you to start with the most fa- 
miliar appetizer on the list: kashk-e- 
bademjan ($6), which is our old friend 
mashed roast eggplant. But what comes 
to the table is eggplant fit for — well, a 
Persian princess imagined by a Victori- 
an poet. It is richly flavored, meltingly 
tender, and subject to infi- 
nite variation by adding 
dabs of caramelized onions 
and minced beef from the 
center of the beautiful little 
platter, or swirls of goat 
yogurt. 

Another little master- 
piece is the abguir a ash 
($3), described as a “tart 
semi-sweet soup of fresh 
herbs, dried plums, thick- 
ened with grains.” Persian 
cooks have spent millennia 
collecting and developing 
sour flavors, Where Anglo- 
American cooking has 
vinegar, lemon juice, lime 
juice, and tomato, Persian cooking has 
powdered lime, sour cherries, sumac, 
sour plums, numerous varieties of yo- 
gurt, sour herbs, verjus from unripened 
grapes, barberries, a whole line of vine- 
gar pickles called torshi, pomegranate 
molasses, tamarind, and a long list be- 
yond. Nowhere is all this piquancy bet- 
ter used than in soups, of which Persian 
cooks have dozens. This particular one 
is intensely sour with plum and herbal 
notes, and some hot pepper as well, but 
the pucker is brilliantly set off by the 
filling of bulghur wheat and a periodic 
pillow of starch from a kidney bean. 

Loubia sabz ($6) is a dandy plate of 
green beans in a dressing that manages 
to be both creamy and sour (limeish) at 
the same time, with a calculated burst 
of mild jalapeitio. Kookoo sabzi ($5) is a 
flourless quiche of herbs, including bit- 
ter fenugreek and something sour as 
well. Despite detailed garnishes of bar- 
berries and walnut, | found this rather 
dull. 

Entrees, once one gets through the 
foreign-sounding names, are stews, pi- 
lafs, and kebabs. They are meant to be 
eaten with torshi, those sharp-flavored

condiments, but this is unfamiliar to 
many customers, so the kitchen adds 
tiny dabs of torshi to encourage us. 

Thus baghla polo ($15), a lamb 
shank on pilaf, can seem rather bland, 
until one eats it with the dab of liteh ($2 
for a larger serving), which is a very tart 
eggplant pickle. Sabzi khordan, which | 
have also seen as an appetizer, is even 
more useful as a side dish, offering mint 
leaves, basil, a strong feta cheese, scal- 
lions, and radishes to perk up the lamb. 

The pilaf underneath needs nothing 
at all; it is one of the greatest rice dish- 
es I have ever tasted. Somehow the 
clean fragrance of ultra-long-grain Per- 
sian rice is married with a complex, 
meaty-tasting mix of herbs. This is rice 
to savor. 

Not that there was anything wrong 
with the plain Persian rice served along- 
side the slow-cooked stews (khoresht) 
that are the classics of this cuisine. A 
special on fesenjan ($16) was two duck 
legs in an unusually piquant version of 
this exotic pomegranate-walnut sauce. 
Bademjan ($15) is a beef stew in a kind 
of tomato sauce with some eggplant, for 
a complex yet subtle dish. 

The most elaborate presentation of 
our meal was abgusht ($16), which 
cookbooks describe as a soup, but is 
here served as a stew, with a side bowl 
of cinnamon/tomato broth. The latter 
goes perfectly with some otherwise un- 
interesting white flatbread. The stew 
part is an enormous lamb shank, green 
beans, okra, tomato, green pepper, and 
eggplant. 

It's not easy to match wines with 
such food, but the wine list is a special 
feature of Lala Rokh. The wines are 
very striking and not ter- 
ribly expensive. By the 
glass, we had an Oregon 
white riesling ($5), a 
Black Opel — shiraz 
($5.50), a Chilean merlot 
($4.75), and an outstand- 
ing California cabernet 
($7.50). The reds are 
grouped on the list as 
“lighter style; tart and 
spice,” “soft and mellow,” 
and “full-bodied, tannic” 
— which is much more 
helpful with food match- 
ups than are the usual 
listings by region or grape 
variety. 

Persian desserts are, on the whole, 
intensely sweet and highly perfumed. 
This is true even of the créme caramel 
($4.50), which is carried over from the 
owners’ other restaurant, Azita. My fa- 
vorite was in some ways the sweetest 
and most perfumed, faloodeh, which is 
rubbery fine noodles in a slush loaded 
with rose water. Persian ice cream 
($4.50) leans to cardamom and tends 
to be icy, although not so much as Indi- 
an ice cream. Your safe choice is Per- 
sian baklava ($4.50). It’s made here 
with almonds and sliced into small 
cubes, so it is very elegant and mild 
with Persian tea (which tastes like 
strong oolong), coffee, or espresso. 

Service at Lala Rokh makes all the 
difference. Our waiter had not only 
mastered the pronunciations and con- 
tents of all the dishes, but quickly took 
in our party’s semi-familiarity with the 
food and made excellent, connoisseur- 
level suggestions. There aren't that 
many native-born Americans familiar 
with this food, so it requires training — 
or an understanding server. Lala Rokh 
is a memorable experience with being a 
challenging one. Q

The series kicks off on September 21 with the local debut of Grupo AfroCuba de Matanzas, a dance, 
percussion, and music ensemble from Cuba that was founded in 1957. The group will perform a mix 
of folk dance and music from Yoruba, Dahomey, and the Congo at Harvard University’s Sanders 
Theatre. That show will be one of four that feature international acts in the Boston area for the first 
time. The other debuts: Pakistani mystical singer Abida Parveen, whose three-octave voice will be 
backed by musicians playing hand-pumped harmoniums and tablas on October § at Sanders Theatre; 
Pakistan’s Sabri Brothers, whose specialty is traditional Sufi music a la Nusrat Fateh Ali Khan; and 
First Things First: Native American Storytellers of New 
England, who will conclude the series on December 7 at the Tsai 
Performance Center with their Passamaquoddy Indian tales. 

The fall season will also feature some perennial favorites, 
including Omayra Amaya’s Flamenco sin Limites dance troupe, 
Abdoulaye Sall and his African dance troupe, and fiddle cham- 
pion Seamus Connolly performing in the annual “Boston 
Rhythm” festival on October 11 at Kresge Auditorium. The 
Irish superstar traditional group Altan bring their fiddles, acoustic guitars, and bouzoukis back to 
Boston on November | for a show at Berklee Performance Center. The following night the Berklee 
Performance Center will welcome the return of Cape Verde’s Cesaria Evora. And on November 15, 
Native American flutist/composer R. Carlos Nakai will fill Sanders Theatre with the music of his 
Navajo-Ute ancestors using flutes made from 300-to-400-year-old cedar wood. 

Other World Music fall highlights include the reunion tour of the Guitar Trio, a group featuring 
the six-string talents of Paco de Lucia, Al Di Meola, and John McLaughlin. They'll join forces on 
November 24 at Symphony Hall. Also teaming up for a US tour are Brazilian pop star Marisa Monte 
and the world’s best known Wassoulou singer, Oumou Sangare. Their tour comes to the Berklee 
Performance Center on’ November 8. The season is rounded out by Lebanese oud master Marcel 
Khalife on September 27 at Jordan Hall; and Spanish flamenco specialist Paco Pefia on November 
10 at the Berklee Performance Center.

Then again, the kind of talent that’s been 
rounded up for next Sunday’s second annual 
Cambridge Celtic Music & Arts Festival could 
have you thinking you've crossed the ocean 
and are downing a pint with the locals. 

The CCM&AF is brought to you by the 
folks at the Druid, the Inman Square pub 
that’s been largely responsible for Cam- 
bridge’s St. Patrick's Day Parade the last two 
years, so you know they can put on a good 
show. Indeed, the parade has grown so fast 
that the consequent unavoidable commercial- 
ism has blurred its Celtic focus (after all, 
everybody’s Irish on St. Patrick’s Day). The 
music-and-arts festival, on the other hand, 
practically oozes authenticity. 

But it’s also taken a page from the likes of 
Lollapalooza, since this time out there'll be 
three music stages. Scheduled to headline on 
the main stage are Ireland’s Susan McKeown 
and the Chanting House, Scotland’s Dawn- 
treaders, Canada’s Mahones, and local heroes 
Johnny Cunningham (formerly of Silly 
Wizard), Sean Tyrrell, and Shay Walker.

espite the title of his recent 
retrospective — “The Coolest 
Actor in the World” — at the 
Museum of Fine Arts, Hong 
Kong superstar Chow Yun-fat 
denies he’s the coolest actor in the world. 
“Clint Eastwood,” he says simply. “He 
doesn’t have to move his face or body to 
be cool, just maybe jerking a shoulder to 
pull a gun up. Sometimes a vein will pop 
up on his forehead or his hair gets a little 
mussed up. But what does it mean to be 
cool? You can be cool or you can have a 
different dimension of performance. I’m in 
a film career where I can do many differ- 
ent things, a comedy, a James Bond flick. 
But the top cool guys don’t necessarily 
have those options.” 

In other words, you can be cool or you 
can act, a choice Chow seems to be facing 
as he attempts to make his transition from a 
Hong Kong soon to be incorporated by the 
Communist mainland to a Hollywood not 
known for its flexibility or Asian superstars. 
For the hundreds of American fans who 
swarmed the museum screenings, for the 
film-festival goers, film scholars, and critics 
who have lauded his work, for filmmakers 
like Quentin Tarantino who have learned 
from it, not to mention his millions of fans 
in Asia and in Chinatowns around the 
world, Chow does both. He has an aura of 
cool that’s more ineffable than the granite 
pose of Eastwood but no less charismatic. 

Much of it comes across in person. 
Dressed in a conservative dark blue suit 
and tie, he’s a big guy but not imposing, 
with the grace of a dancer, a brilliant grin 
that’s both engaging and insinuating. His 
features and body language communicate 
more than his still limited English can ar- 
ticulate, and though he has a presence, he 
doesn’t seem to be packing any weapons. 

His kind of cool responds best to the 
camera; it’s defined by moments from his 
movies, which have become much-imitated 
classics. Take an early scene in A Better 
Tomorrow (1986), his first collaboration 
with John Woo and the breakthrough hit 
for both of them, to be followed by such 
stylish ultraviolent hits as The Killer 
(1989), Bullet in the Head (1990), and 
Hard Boiled (1993). In Tomorrow, he’s a 
suave counterfeiter named Mark, and after 
demonstrating his panache by lighting a 
cigarette with a fake C-note, he gets really 
mad when some thug double-crosses his 
partner. In an action sequence Quentin 
could only dream about making, Chow 
tangos in slow motion down a hallway with 
a beautiful woman in his arms and, with 
each dip, kiss, and fondling, deposits a 
Beretta in a potted plant. Elegantly enter- 
ing the dining room where the bad guy 
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and his gloating cronies are eating, he 
pulls out two pistols and begins a blood- 
spattered reckoning that ends with him 
back out in the hallway, his last secreted 
gun in hand, dragging his bullet-shattered 
leg behind him in a bright red trail. 

It’s more than just a 
shootout; its a mini- 
tragedy of the macho 
spirit, with Chow’s play 
of emotion mirroring 
Woo’s dazzling stylistic 
tour de force. And isn’t 
there something familiar in his gunplay? It’s 
the kind of two-fisted fusillade we’ve seen in 
such later films as Tarantino’s Reservoir 
Dogs (199) — which has been accused 
(with some justice) of being a ripoff of an- 
other Chow actioner, City on Fire — and 
Robert Rodriguez’s Desperado. 

“I don’t mind,” laughs Chow when 
asked whether he finds the imitation less 
than flattering. “Maybe we can make a 
movie together and use six-guns.” Al- 
though he won’t comment on whether 
Tarantino has plagiarized from him, he’s 
ready to acknowledge a debt. “I was abso- 
lutely surprised when I realized my films 
were being appreciated in America, and | 
think it all started after Quentin made 
Reservoir Dogs. A \ot of young filmmakers 
then went to Hong Kong films to get ideas 
on stories and style.” 

Still, it remains to be seen whether those 
who benefitted from Chow’s talent will give 
the original a break now that he’s trying to 
make it in Hollywood. Tarantino, who 
promised Chow a script, has yet to come 
through (“Actually, he did suggest acting a 
role beside me,” says Chow. “He’s a good 
actor and director, but maybe not both at 
the same time.”) Then again, since Pulp 
Fiction Tarantino doesn’t seem to be com- 
ing through with a script for anyone. John 
Woo, who has already established himself 
here with Hard Target and this year’s highly 
successful Broken Arrow, remains Chow’s 
best friend and supporter but can’t make an 
American movie with him because his stu- 
dio contract has tied him up with projects 
for the next few years. 

So Chow is left on his own resources, 
which include his sterling Hong Kong rep- 
utation and iconic image and a small man- 
agerial team that includes his pretty and 
resolute wife, Jasmine. Despite the success 
of Woo and his fellow Hong Kong action 
star Jackie Chan, whose American releases 
Rumble in the Bronx and the recent Super- 
cop have been hits, Chow knows he faces a 
tough struggle before he can achieve his 
own better tomorrow. 

“The transition is not easy. A lot of peo- 
ple warned me that Hollywood wouldn’t al- 
low Asian actor in the market, with the ex- 
ception of Joan Chen and John Lone. The 
roles are very limited. It’s very humbling to 








pose of Clint Eastwood, but it’s no less charismatic. 
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try to adjust here. The hardest is the lan- 
guage, listening to every single word to get 
it right. I’ve been in Los Angeles for nine 
months, and I watch hours of TV; the talk 
shows especially are good for learning col- 
loquialisms and slang. For the past three 
months I’ve studied for 
two hours every day, 
learning the pronuncia- 
tion. Sometimes my 
wife gives me a hard 
time. ‘Finish those two 
pages or you can’t go 
to dim sum!’ ” 

His English is not so proficient that he 
doesn’t need to have the phrase “high con- 
cept” explained to him. He seems to have 
gotten the process down, though, since 
he’s offered himself up to studio image 
makers and producers in order to get a 
toehold in America. 

“My job is to get people to know who I 
am. Promotion is very important to me. I 
have people trying to package me as ‘the 
Asian Mel Gibson’ or something like that. 
Something that will stick in their minds. I 
think producers already have the idea on 
how to project my image. People recognize 
me as the antihero, the action type. Not 
kung fu, the Jackie Chan type, but the two- 
gun-slinging antihero of the John Woo or 
gangster or killer movie. That’s mostly my 
market. But once I make my mark, I want 
to expand into other roles.” 

As those who attended the Museum of 
Fine Arts series can attest, Chow’s acting 
range is deep and wide. In God of Gamblers 
he gets to be both Sean Connery and Jerry 
Lewis when a blow to the head reduces his 
sophisticated and invincible gambler char- 
acter to a chocolate-craving amnesiac dolt. 
Then there’s An Autumn Tale, in which he 
demonstrates a knack for romantic and 
broad comedy as he plays a down-and-out 
illegal alien in New York who falls for a 
Hong Kong exchange student. Perhaps the 
most moving film in the series was Dream 
Lovers, in which he shows restraint and pas- 
sion as a man who meets a woman he loved 
2000 years ago. Each role is unique and il- 
luminated by something that can only be 
called star quality. 

Will that star shine in its new locale? 
Chow has a couple of projects in develop- 
ment. One is a “black comedy” called The 
Replacement Killers, in which he’ll play an 
unwilling and inept assassin who must be 
replaced — by someone who'll be charged 
with assassinating him. As yet without a di- 
rector or finalized script, that film probably 
won’t start shooting for a while. Another 
project that could highlight the full range of 
Chow’s talents is a remake of The King and 
I, which will probably start in four months. 

“We could make more than three films 
in Hong Kong in that time,” he sighs. “It’s 
very difficult with a lot of the people you 
have to face every day. That’s why a lot of 
directors are yelling all the time: they are 
so fed up with all of the non-business of 
their business. It’s not healthy for the 
movie. I tell myself that I must train to be a 
politician someday to deal with it. 

“Meanwhile I’m enjoying the free time. I 
can get in touch with who I am. Hiking. 
Cooking. Hanging around the supermar- 
ket. The farmer’s market. It’s a lot of fun. 
You can feel a lot of energy there. You can 
smell and touch the farm. I enjoy it — it 
takes me back to my childhood in a small 
fishing village, when I first encountered 
acting from the visiting Chinese Opera 
company at the age of five. And not being 
recognized I feel as free as a bird. I can 
walk anywhere outside of Chinatown — 
where I’d get mobbed — because nobody 
knows me. It’s a very relaxing thing for an 
actor. But I may not feel that way if it goes 
on for a year or two.” 

Of course, if this American experiment 
doesn’t work out, Chow is firmly based in 
Hong Kong. “I still live there with my fam- 
ily and four dogs and am keeping my 
Hong Kong passport. In fact, about a 
week ago they actually had a TV show in 
which they asked viewers to call in their 
choices for a mayor of the new Hong 
Kong. Most of them selected me. I think 
it’s a positive thing.” 

Would he consider running? 

“I am not a politician,” he laughs. “I 
am not a Democrat or Republican. I’m an 
actor.” = 
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atch who you’re messin’ 
with when you call jazz 
“cool.” In the Village 
Voice’s recent supple- 
ment on cool jazz, musi- 
cians offered their frank assessment. 
“When they were calling me cool, we were 
playing about as hot as you can play,” re- 
called Dave Brubeck. “If you had called 
Miles a cool player, he probably would 
have punched you in the nose,” said Art 
Farmer. “The fact is,” concludes Lee 
Konitz, “we were trying to play as inten- 
sively as possible.” 

Nonetheless, “cool” is one of the key 
adjectives that non-fans use in describing 
jazz, and it’s that elusive concept that’s 
made crossover stars out of the likes of 
Miles and Chet Baker and Gerry Mulligan. 
Since the release of Bruce Weber’s wor- 
shipful documentary about Baker, Let’s 
Get Lost (1988), the record-store bins 
have been more stuffed than ever with 
product from the trumpeter, who died the 
year the film was released. As with Miles, 
familiar tracks are recycled endlessly, so 
that every season brings a “new” ’50s-era 
Chet: the boxed set The Pacific Jazz Years, 
The Best of Chet Baker Sings, Embraceable 
You: Chet Baker Sings and Plays (with 
“previously unreleased” material), and 
Young Chet (all on Pacific Jazz). Now we 
get another repackaging of Mulligan and 
Baker, the four-CD The Complete Pacific 
Jazz Recordings of the Gerry Mulligan 
Quartet with Chet Baker, which overlaps 
not only previous Gerry and Chet single- 
CD packages, but the Baker Pacific box. 

Mulligan himself was one of the archi- 
tects of the “cool” sound, a prime com- 
poser and arranger within the Miles Davis 
Nonet sessions of 1949-’50 that were re- 
leased first as individual 78s but were later 
collected on album as Birth of the Cool. It 
was a little-big-band sound modeled on 
the Claude Thornhill orchestra, its luxuri- 
ous bottom filled out with Mulligan’s bari- 
tone plus French horn and tuba. It’s been 
a perennial bestseller for Capitol. 

What makes this music, particularly that 
of the Mulligan-Baker groups, so commer- 
cially inexhaustible? For one, people are in 
love with the image. It’s got the jazz mys- 
tique. Even at the time, the distinctive 
looks of Mulligan and Baker — their 
twentysomething handsomeness combined 
with bewildering mastery — were part of 
the sell. And there were the sharp suits and 
William Claxton’s dramatic black-and- 
white movie-idol photos (especially of 
Baker), and the rail-thin Mulligan’s angu- 
lar dominance of his big horn. It’s ar- 
guable that Mulligan’s later piano-less 
groups with, variously, trombonist Bob 
Brookmeyer, tenor Zoot Sims, and trum- 
peter Art Farmer rival the Mulligan-Baker 
ensemble, but the people want Chet, the 
hipster junkie, the pretty-boy vocalist, the 
“romantic” soloist. 

Then there was the sound itself. Tenor 
saxophonist Lester Young’s smooth, flow- 
ing legato lines are often cited as the be- 
ginning. As has been 
noted, Young phrased 
slightly behind the 
beat, and the phrase 
lengths themselves 
crossed the bar lines in 
an elongated fashion 
that seemed to make 4/4 time itself disap- 
pear beneath his slippered feet, even as 
you heard that time being counted explic- 
itly in the tock and swish of Jo Jones’s 
drums. There was also the essential beauty 
of Young’s light, vibratoless tone. 

On the new Pacific set, Mulligan and 
Baker work with that light tone and dy- 
namic restraint. Baker in particular plays 
in the middle and lower register, avoiding 
Miles’s more dramatic effects — no sneer- 
ing half-valved notes, none of the “fluffed” 
high notes that arrived in Miles’s work like 
shocked exclamations. Mulligan has 
smoothed out the knotty bebop style of 
baritone-sax trailblazer Serge Chaloff. And 
the design of the music itself bespeaks re- 
straint: a minimalist quartet with no piano, 
a preference for pop-song structures 
rather than blues, drums that are more of- 
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ten played with brushes 
than sticks. 

And yet this outfit 
(which originally record- 
ed in 1952-’53) does play 
“intensively.” The tempos 
are often up — way up 
when you compare them 
with that later signpost of 
cool, Miles’s 1959 Kind 
of Blue (Columbia). For 
minimalist music it some- 
times feels impossibly 
busy — the relentless 
whisk of Chico Hamil- 
ton’s brushes, the brainy, 
hurtling counterlines that 
Mulligan and Baker play 
against each other, and 
the astute harmonic sense 
that allowed Baker and 
Mulligan and the bassists 
(there were several) to 
flesh out the sound, fill in 
the blanks left by the ab- 
sent piano, and ultimately 
make the line-up feel big- 
ger than it was. Bigger, 
even, than most quintets 
with a piano. That was 
part of the beauty of the 
Mulligan-Baker quartet; 
like masterful naturalistic 
oil painters, they created 
an illusion of space that 
was intimate, personal, all 
their own. 

Mulligan had a fasci- 
nation with steam en- 
gines (one of his best 
known LPs, The Steam 
Age, pictured him in 
front of a locomotive), 
and his compositions of- 
ten feel like little perpetu- 
al-motion machines. Lis- 
ten to those interlocking 
seesawing opening lines 
from Baker and Mulligan 
on “Swinghouse” burst- 
ing into a unison fanfare, 
then baritone and trum- 
pet solos (Mulligan 
“comping” behind Baker) 
and a last round of uni- 
son figures, two-bar 
drum breaks, and dou- 
ble-helix runs. The final 
held notes come to a 
skidding, hilarious stop. 

The tunes are filled 
with details that reveal 
themselves on repeated 
listens, so that even the 
damned alternate takes 
(the academic taint of all 
boxed sets), rather than becoming te- 
dious, feed your craving. The quartet’s 
conception of colleetive improvisation, 
refined over their year together and in 
Mulligan’s subsequent groups of the ’50s, 
ensures that you’re never listening to 
mere solo and accompaniment. Every 
part feeds and balances every other part, 
and the band are learning as they go, so 
each piece feels spon- 
taneous and fresh. 
Brainy as the music is, 
there’s nothing stud- 
ied about it. Each 
chorus offers a new 
development — the 
little up-and-down chase figures of 
“Bernie’s Tune,” bassist Carson’s Smith’s 
now-you-see-it/now-you-don’t alternat- 
ing patterns on “I’m Beginning To See 
the Light,” Mulligan and Baker unpre- 
dictably switching off between “lead” 
melody lines and accompaniment 
throughout. 

For music that’s “cool,” this stuff is full 
of tension and wit. And Mulligan’s ar- 
rangements of standards are never con- 
ventional. “Get Happy” has a surprisingly 
suspenseful introduction, a long held bari- 
tone note over fast-walking bass and a 
cymbal-crash punctuation. The melody of 
“Love Me or Leave Me” gets an angular, 
rhythmically aggressive working over, and 
the bizarre “Tea for Two” is positively cu- 
bist. Nonetheless, even with Mulligan’s pi- 
ano versions of some songs, you can find 
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ONE OF THE ARCHITECTS of the “cool” sound, Gerry Mulligan was a prime 
composer and arranger for the sessions that became Birth of the Cool. 


yourself wishing for.a broader range of dy- 
namics and color, On a live version of the 
Burke/Van Heusen “Aren’t You Glad 
You’re You,” when Mulligan lets out one 
wavering long note, he sounds momentari- 
ly out of character, and it’s shocking — in 
context, that little cry is a bellow, more 
Hamiet Bluiett than Gerry Mulligan. 

Disc three chronicles the Mulligan/Bak- 
er reunion album, from 1957 (Mulligan’s 
1953 drug bust had broken up the band), 
with more extroverted solos and less em- 
phasis on ensemble interaction. On disc 
four, “The Collaborations,” Lee Konitz’s 
alto brings a welcome new voice — a light 
Lester Young tone that flies high above 
Mulligan and Baker, into the ether, dou- 
ble-timing sunny lyric arabesques against 
their brooding charcoal-gray chorus. 
When vocalist Annie Ross (of the vocal 
trio Lambert, Hendricks and Ross) joins 
the group, Mulligan himself finds a new 
lyric voice. No longer is he obsessed with 
wringing every harmonic possibility out of 
the chord changes of a tune. The abstrac- 
tions fall away to reveal melodic grace, a 
singer’s instrumental voice that would 
make him a worthy foil to Ben Webster on 
their 1959 duo album. 

Cool, of course, is rarely about laid- 
back savoir faire. It is, as the artist and 
critic Barbara Kruger once pointed out, 
more often about contempt, a pair of 
shades, the shuffle in a walk, the turn of a 
collar, a wit that’s withholding and parod- 
ic. Mulligan, as anyone who came into 
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contact with him will tell you, was an in- 
tense guy. You can hear it explicitly when 
he threatens to punch out a noisy audience 
member on At Storyville (recorded in 
Boston in 1956, also on Pacific). But most 
of the time, on stage at least, he seems to 
have kept his cool. Baker is the more fa- 
mous junkie (mostly because he so pub- 
licly deteriorated over the years), but it 
was Mulligan who got hooked first. Vari- 
ous writers have chronicled the tension be- 
tween the two stars, but the dysfunction is 
easy to imagine. Mulligan was brainy, fo- 
cused, ambitious. Baker was intuitive (he 
was, apparently, not much of a sight read- 
er), passive (or passive-aggressive), a nar- 
cissist whose most ardent love songs sim- 
mer with a sinister reserve. Apply that for- 
mula for personal chemistry to any band 
you know. 

Miles Davis still stands as the emblemat- 
ic cool jazz dude, even though his propen- 
sity to violence (in language and deed) is 
chronicled frankly in his autobiography. 
Wynton Marsalis has defined swing as “re- 
laxed intensity,” and maybe that as much 
as anything sums up the musical aspect of 
cool. Miles, of course, was famous for 
turning his back to the audience, which 
some read as hostility, another form of 
cool contempt for the crowd. But the writ- 
er Leonard Michaels pointed out that in 
fact when Miles turned his back, he was in 
fact identifying himself with the audience, 
listening to the band, saying, “Don’t look 
at me. Listen to it.” hd 
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teenage street hustler gets a 

blow job and $20 from a suit- 

and-tied businessman at a 

seedy NYC motel. A dying 

AIDS patient fantasizes about 
reaching into the television and ripping in 
half the face of a “priest with a swastika 
tattooed on his heart.” A young, alienated, 
dark-haired British girl finds a blonde who 
looks just like her being raped on the 
ground at a garbage dump. And a cop 
busts a drug dealer only to turn around 
and sell the vials of crack to another dealer 
down the street. 

If those don’t sound like typical comic- 
book scenarios, it’s because in the past 
they haven’t been. But the comic-book 
universe has changed an awful lot since 
the golden age of Captain America and the 
Hall of Justice. Superman died a couple 
years ago (don’t worry, he came back to 
life), Batman shed his squeaky-clean im- 
age before that, and low-budget under- 
ground comics have become a breeding 
ground for freethinking artists and writers 
who dabble in adult-oriented themes rang- 
ing from nostalgic, hard-boiled crime dra- 
mas to gritty, slice-of-life autobiographical 
tales to irreverent, even subversive, fan- 
tasies that incorporate sex, drugs, and 
rock and roll. 

The cream of the new non-superhero- 
based comic-book talent pool — artists 
like James Romberger 
and writer-artists like 
Peter Kuper — has 
gradually been 
skimmed off by some 
of the big publishers. 
The result is books like 
Seven Miles a Second, an autobiographical 
graphic-novel collaboration between 
Romberger and David Wojnarowicz, a 
controversial NYC visual artist, writer, 
AIDS activist, and all-around agent provo- 
‘cateur who succumbed to the AIDS virus 
in 1992. 

Seven Miles a Second (the speed re- 
quired for an object to break free of the 
Earth’s gravitational pull), which opens 
with Wojnarowicz as a young kid trading 
sex for drug money on the streets of New 
York, helped kick off the beginning of a 
new series of comics that have been push- 
ing at the boundaries of the genre since 
the beginning of the year. Published by 
Vertigo Vérité, an offshoot of DC’s presti- 
gious Vertigo line that has so far yielded 
four excellent titles, these comics imbue 
the gritty aesthetic of the underground 
with the glossy production values of a Su- 
perman or Batman special — much in the 
same way that modern rock has polished 
the rough-hewn sound of punk for mass 
consumption. 

Despite the shiny cover and the vivid 
color printing job that Vertigo did on Sev- 
en Miles a Second, the story itself, and the 
language and imagery that are used to tell 
it, are remarkably raw. In the scene where 
the young Wojnarowicz gets paid to be 
sodomized, for example, his “trick” also 
encourages him to spy on the action in the 
next hotel room, where an older female 
prostitute with a bloody, stitched-up belly 
is servicing a client. Later in the story, 
when Wojnarowicz has begun his battle 
with AIDS, there’s a scene in which he 
spots a father and child in a playground 
and the caption next to Romberger’s im- 
pressionistic drawing of Wojnarowicz 









reads, “I wonder what he’d say if he knew 
I wanted his hard hetero dick pumping in 
and out of my wet mouth.” It’s a long way 
from Archie and Veronica. 

Seven Miles a Second has a lot more 
than just shock value to recommend it. In 
fact, in terms of a comic book dealing can- 
didly with dark and complex subject mat- 
ter, it may be the boldest mainstream 
breakthrough since Art Spiegelman’s 
Holocaust parable Maus. Wojnarowicz, 
who wrote all the text and authored two 
autobiographical books during his lifetime 
(the bleak, poetic Close to the Knives: A 
Memoir of Disintegration and The Water- 
front Journals), brings an urban, NYC 
slant to magical realism. 

Romberger artfully captures this wak- 
ing-dream sensibility in his drawings. In 
the book’s cover image, Wojnarowicz is 
pictured as a young boy running down a 
city street into which his leg has literally 
rooted itself. Elsewhere, a sadistic beating 
gently fades into a childhood memory, the 
hissing and clanking of the pipes in a boil- 
er room transforms into the black roar of a 
tornado. And yet, for all the reveries and 
hallucinations, which afford distance from 
the cruelty of the world that Seven Miles a 
Second chronicles, there’s still a bristling 
core of bitterness in Wojnarowicz’s sub- 
versive words, which Romberger translates 
into images of a gargantuan Wojnarowicz 
crushing the city underfoot. 

It’s hard not to be moved by the final 
lines — words that Romberger excerpted 
from private journals: 
“I am waving. I am 
waving my hands. I 
ae am disappearing. I am 

~—— disappearing but not 

| fast enough.” It’s al- 
most as if Wojnarow- 
icz had always imagined that his story, not 
just of his troubled life but of his tragic 
death, would some day be translated into 
the language of comics. 

There are no words — at least, none of 
the usual text balloons — in Peter Kuper’s 
The System, a three-part series that Verti- 
go Vérité debuted in May and concluded 
last month. But Kuper’s work is every bit 
as groundbreaking as Seven Miles a Sec- 
ond because of what he’s able to convey 
visually, through the poetic movement and 
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ADAM SMITH? Terry Laban’s The 
Unseen Hand has a different agenda. 





juxtaposition of images. The System paints 
a complex portrait of a place in which 
many stories are unfolding, intersecting, 
and symbiotically feeding off one another. 
That locus is the mega-metropolis of New 
York City, where the poorest of the poor 
and the richest of the rich act out the 
ironies of postmodern civilization on a dai- 
ly basis. 

“I must create a system or be enslaved 
by another man’s,” reads the Blake quote 
that’s superimposed on what looks like a 
NYC subway map on the first page of the 
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SIMONE’S WORLD: in an almost post-apeta 
against a cruel family and a hopelessly sadistic world. 


first issue. In Kuper’s System we're all 
slaves to forces beyond our control, and 
even he seems caught up in the inevitabili- 
ty of what happens. A street person, a 
newsstand, and a “Missing Persons” 
poster come into view in the opening 
frame, ominously shadowed by the corpo- 
rate logos of two fictional companies: 
“Maxxon” and “Syco.” The next few 
pages trace a stripper from stage to sub- 
way station, where she’s brutally mur- 
dered. But the camera — and yes, it feels 
as if we were being led around by a cam- 
era — follows the subway train through 
the tunnel and to a shabby apartment that 
serves as an office for a cigar-chomping 
alcoholic detective. 

There’s a cinematic flow to The System. 
Anonymous characters drift in and out of 
focus, Hitchcockian clues like the Syco 
corporate logo loom ominously in the pe- 
riphery of each frame, and with each turn 
of the page the suspense builds. A small 
nuclear device enters the picture, a manu- 
factured political sex scandal monopolizes 
the attention of the media, and a serial 
killer claims more women victims. By the 
third installment of The System, it’s as if 
the entire city were unwittingly moving to 
the tick-tock of the nuclear bomb, acting 
out the ghastly choreography of an im- 
pending apocalypse. 

Girl, the third Vertigo Vérité title, is set 
in an almost post-apocalyptic England, in 
the fictional, broken-down locale of Bol- 
lockstown. The brainchild of writer Peter 
Milligan, it pits a teenage girl named Si- 
mone and her twisted imagination against 
the cruelty of her dysfunctional family and 
a hopelessly sadistic world. In the first two 
issues, published in July and August re- 
spectively, Simone burns an old factory to 
the ground, commits suicide, kicks in a 
television screen, and then witnesses her 
blonde body double being raped in the city 
dump. The suicide is just a fantasy, one in 
which she imagines her father using her 
suicide note as toilet paper and then clog- 
ging the city’s sewage system with it. And 
at the end of the vignette — Girl is told in 
short, punchy, three- or four-page plotlets 
— she admits that her parents “never read 
my suicide note. When I got home dad 
had put his cup of tea on it.” 
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Although perhaps not as innovative as 
The System or as maverick as Seven Miles 
a Second, Girl pushes the boundaries of 
mainstream comics in its own, not-so-sub- 
tle way. Milligan’s specialty is black come- 
dy. His one-off The Eaters, which the Ver- 
tigo Voices imprint published last year, 
featured a family of itinerant cannibals in a 
Winnebago, with recipes for “salade de 
confit de haunch,” “knuckle tandoori,” 
and “eye kedgeree with kwick-fried garlic 
croutons.” And his Simone stories, which 
will conclude in an issue that hits stores 
this week, amount to a black comedy of 
errors. 

The latest Vertigo Vérité offering, writer 
Terry Laban’s The Unseen Hand, sticks to 
a more traditional narrative format. Col- 
lege boy meets girl at a frat party, girl kiss- 
es boy, boy finds out that his professor fa- 
ther is in critical condition in a nearby 
hospital, that he’s not actually the boy’s fa- 
ther, and that an international cabal of 
multinational power brokers killed his real 
father and is running the world. By the 
end of the first issue, the boy’s eating a hot 
dog in Prague on his way to track down 
the sister he never knew he had — and, 
presumably, to avenge his father’s death. 

In most mainstream comics, this would 
be the point at which our hero would dis- 
cover his latent superpowers and don a 
spandex suit. But The Unseen Hand — 
the title refers to the “invisible hand” of 
Adam Smith — has a different agenda, 
one that includes brief discussions of eco- 
nomic principals, conspiracy theories, and 
some irreverent humor at the expense of 
the capitalist system. 

Whether Vertigo Voices will find an au- 
dience that cares about such things and is 
willing to read about them in comic books 
remains to be seen. In the almost four 
years since DC started the Vertigo line, the 
audience for comic books has certainly di- 
versified, with popular Vertigo series like 
Neil Gaiman’s The Sandman creating a 
precedent for comics that inhabit a world 
separate from superheroes. And books like 
Seven Miles a Second, Girl, The System, 
and The Unseen Hand are establishing 
comics as a medium that can support chal- 
lenging narratives, sophisticated artwork, 
and a glossy cover. 8 
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evin Banks’s illustrations 
aren’t just cool. They’re frigid 
as an icepick — dark and 
harrowing enough to send 
chills down your spine. His 
latest exhibit, “The Anti-Lounge” (being 
shown concurrently at the Delux Lounge 
and on the World Wide Web), is full of 
shadowy creatures from shadowy planets 
— relentlessly foreboding, occasionally hi- 
larious, and subtly ferocious. The images, 
most done with only colored pencils and 
oil sticks, skewer icons from the Kenmore 
Square Citgo sign to Uncle Sam to board 
games (“Monopoly” is a landscape of plas- 
tic hotels on Park Place and Boardwalk — 
only they’ve degenerated into dilapidated 
tenements with graffiti-smeared, trash- 
strewn alleyways and crackhouse steel 
doors). His subterranean musings are in- 
fested with Kafka-esque anthropomor- 
phism; dogs, rats, even computers and 
matchbooks spring to life, subject to the 
same narcissistic, self-abusive tendencies 
as the rest of us. 

Banks’s numerous illustrations for the 
Phoenix — 42 section 
covers in 1995 alone, 
including a first-prize , 
winner at the New | 
England Press Associa- 
tion for a piece entitled 
“Pocamyass” — are 
his most mainstream outlet. But outside of 
his Phoenix duties (he’s also employed in 
the operations department) he’s cultivated 
a reputation over the past five years as one 
of the foremost talents in local under- 
ground publishing, making his mark on a 
progression of ’zine covers, band flyers, 
and (rumor has it) even a little of the city’s 
architecture. 

A Needham native and 1990 graduate of 
the School of Visual Arts (alma mater of 
both Keith Haring and Madonna), Banks 
first gained exposure in the early ’90s, as

t started with Nixon making en- 
emies lists in the White House, 
with Altamont, Watergate, the 
bombing of Cambodia. By the 
end there were 50 hostages in 
Iran, new-wave bands on the hori- 
zon, and a conservative coalition 
forming under the banner of Reagan- 
ism. And as if that weren’t bad 
enough, the decade also brought us 
polyester leisure suits, coke spoons, 
gas lines, disco, cock rock, and some 
of the worst hair days in the history 
of humankind. It was the ’70s, an era 
that seemed destined to be reviled, 
ridiculed, and roundly dismissed as a 
giant mistake till the end of time. But 
somehow irony sleazed its way into 
the ’90s, through the back door of 
the cultural mainstream, and sud- 
denly nostalgia for the ’70s is cool, as 
long as you say that with a smirk on 
your face and your tongue in cheek. 
That’s right, Kiss are wearing 
make-up, drug-fueled all-night 
dance parties are the rage, and even 
the Sex Pistols are back, reminding 
us that “No Future” had a future af- 
ter all. Hell, even John Travolta is 
cool again. And this week, VH-1 
will jump aboard the nostalgia train 
with “7 Days of the ’70s,” a week of 
programming devoted to dredging 
up artifacts like The Sonny and Cher Com- 
edy Hour, No Nukes, and, of course, Sat- 
urday Night Fever. But amid all the fluff 
— and, yes, Sonny and Cher, for all their 
kitsch value, are fluff — “7 Days of the 
70s” will feature VH-1 Presents the *70s: 
five hours of hard reporting on what may 
be one of the most misunderstood decades 
of the 20th century, an original documen- 
tary series produced by Hart and Dana 









renaissance of DIY ’zines. That mini-revo- 
lution in turn led to an exponential growth 
in opportunities for illustration — and 
created outlets for the tight-knit Boston 
arts scene that had coalesced around low- 
budget venues like Allston’s Starving Artist 
Gallery, where bands like Letters to Cleo 
and small factory played at parties, and 
where unknown artists like Banks could 
make a quick buck by liquidating their col- 
lege portfolios. Inspired by Mikhail 
Schmenkin, a Russian illustrator who was 
torture-burned by the KGB for his car- 
toons depicting Soviet prison horrors, and 
the work of local cartoon legend Scott 
Getchell, Banks began illustrating for the 
California-based cyberpunk ’zine Boing- 
Boing (then edited by current Wired on- 
line editor Mark Frauenfelder). A run-in 
with a landlord over back rent sent him on 
a two-month slacker retreat to Paris, but 
he soon returned to Boston with a string 
of nefarious covers for the likes of Core, 
Lollipop, and Endangered Species, plus 
CD covers for local upstarts High Defi- 
ance and the Hollywood Squares. 
“Hanging around so many bands, being 
in a city with a serious music scene, and 
seeing how bands accelerate by developing 
name recognition,” he 
says, “I figured I’d 
market myself the 
same way bands do: 
get recognized among 
your friends, within 
one publication local- 
ly, then regionally, and build from there. 
You don’t burn bridges because the art 
scene is so tiny. And it’s really to your ad- 
vantage to bend over backward to do free 
things for people — a lot of times Lollipop 
pays me in pizza or Captain Morgan’s.” 
The offbeat corners of the music scene, 
dives and cocktail bars, figure prominently 
in the noir-ish environs of “The Anti- 
Lounge.” “If you have a party at your 
place,” he says, “and you look at a cross- 
section at the end of the night, the debris 
— the aftermath of a party, of people get- 
ting fucked-up, maybe there’d be condoms

“Why the ’70s?” asks Hart Perry from 
his office in New York. “Well, we were 
asked to do the ’70s by VH-1 — at least 
that’s the simple answer.

down the end somewhere — it’s a great 
skyline.” 

Alongside even his most irreverent 
Phoenix and Lollipop covers (which in- 
clude a tattoo’d and nipple-ringed cherub 
impaled on a ground-to-air missile; Stevie 
Wonder, a camera around his neck, get- 
ting carded at the Rat; and a six-fingered 
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Uncle Sam with the fires 
of Hell refracted in his 
eyes), works like “Last 
Call at the Suicide 
Lounge” betray a sinister, 
maudlin outlook — in this 
case, a circle of greenish 
heads, a red dot on each 
forehead, float half-sub- 
merged in a martini glass. 
In the background, an in- 
sect-sized figure chases an 
aspirin across the table. 

“The red dots are actu- 
ally bullet holes,” he says. 
“They did the Kurt 
Cobain, y'know? Some- 
one who shoots them- 
selves in the front of the 
head and dies — turns 
green, blue, whatever — 
ends up looking like an 
olive. What happens at 
last call? Everything ends. 
And at the suicide 
lounge? Last call must be 
the most dreaded thing in 
the world. When that bell 
rings, everyone dies. It’s 
not a friendly piece.” 

Neither is “Citgo Bleed- 
ing,” with the infamous 
Kenmore Square blemish 
surrounded by gray, win- 
try skies — a mundane 
setting till you notice the 
slim trickle of red seeping 
from the triangle, running 
along the base of the sign, 
and collecting in a mur- 
derous pool on the roof 
below. 

“Last winter just sucked for me, and 
you walk down Brookline Avenue at night 
after a shitty day, and you just see that 
bright Citgo sign flashing, ‘Hi! Hi! Hi! Buy 
some gas! Hi!’ It’s just begging to be 
fucked with. I’ve dulled out the T and C 
[in the sign’s lettering], so now it says, ‘I 
Go.’ I just wanted it to be dead.” & 





very strange decade, with ramifica- 
tions that are still relevant today. I 
think Nelson George sums it up best 
in the film when he says that the first 
part of the ’70s was finishing the un- 
finished business of the ’60s, and the 
latter part was the beginning of the 
80s and Reaganism.” 

George, who’s best known for his 
music history 
Where Did Our 
Love Go?, is one | 
of several cul- © 
tural critics who 
weighs in on the 
decade. Like the 
Robert Palmer—driven Rock ’n’ Roll 
documentary that public television 
aired earlier this year, VH-1 Presents 
the '70s — terrible title for such a 
fine show — cuts back and forth 
among colorful archival footage, 
artists who survived the decade 
looking back on their experiences, 
and the perspectives of such experts 
as George, New York Times pop 
critic Jon Pareles, and Billboard edi- 
tor Timothy White. Each installment 
tackles a different "70s subject — 
the tensions between feminism and 
the sexual liberation of rock 
groupies (“The Sexes”), the corrupt 
corporate takeover of the Top 40 
(“Taking Care of Business”), the he- 
donistic crash and burn of disco 
(“Disco Explosion”). 

“One choice we made,” explains Hart, 
“was not to do the lava lamps/Sonny-and- 
Cher/ABBA side of the ’70s. VH-1 had 
done that already. And there have been oth- 
er histories that have taken an art-historical 
approach by asking who and what. We de- 
cided to ask why, and that drove us in a 
different direction. 

“We also decided not to have a narrator. 
The interviews provide the narration and

the content. I had certain ideas about what 
I thought happened in the 70s. But we'd 
do an interview with someone like Irving 
Azoff, John Lydon, Peter Gabriel, or Quin- 
cy Jones, and they would assess it in a dif- 
ferent way and we'd go with that.”

Nile Rodgers admits that the naked (or 

polyester-clothed) escapism of disco was at 

least partly a reaction to how bad things 

had gotten, and Timothy White says bluntly 

that “disco was dancing on tombstones,” in 

reference to the generation that had been 
killed or maimed in Vietnam. 

“It was great to have the opportunity to be 
critical,” admits Hart. “I mean, here we are 
working for a music channel, interviewing 
Gladys Knight, and she’s saying that when 
MTV started they wouldn’t play videos by 
black artists. There was never any pressure 
on us to take that out. And we were definite- 
ly critical of some of the bloated excesses of 
the music in the decade. We tried to find 
some of the decade’s buried bodies. I mean, 
Henry Louis Gates talks about the establish- 
ment’s realizing that they could kill off the 
Panthers and the Weathermen but that they 
were going to have to let some of the people 
who were storming the gates inside. So the 
counterculture was assimilated by the main- 
stream and the music was marketed, and 
you ended up with the best of the best and 
the worst of the worst.” *

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Basquiat is a portrait of

ack in the ’80s, it wasn’t 
just athletes and rock 
musicians who were mil- 
lionaires and drug 
abusers, it was painters, 
too. Jean-Michel Basquiat was one of the 
shooting superstars of the hot Manhattan 
art scene of that period. A homeless grafit- 
ti artist in his teens, he became a fabulous- 
ly successful and famous commodity, ac- 
claimed as the first major African-Ameri- 
can painter, a primitive genius. Promoted 
and exploited by such cultural icons as 
Andy Warhol, he soared through the New 
York social scene, dying of a heroin over- 
dose at the age of 27. 

The painter Julian Schnabel was a friend 
and rival of the painter, and his film biog- 
raphy Basquiat, a portrait of the artist as 
doomed man, is harrowing, illuminating, 
and oddly uplifting. With Jeffrey Wright 
radiating a James Dean-—like inarticulate 
intensity in the title role, the film confronts 
all the myths of the suffering artist with 
precision, wit, and visionary beauty. 
Heartbreaking in its inevitable tragedy, 
Basquiat also shines as a document of the 
time — the Reagan-era 80s — when in- 
dulgence and success vied for hegemony 
with integrity and talent . 

At first, though, it seems that fears 
about Schnabel’s first film effort (arising 
from his reputation as a self-promoting 
exploiter with an ego bigger than his tal- 
ent) will be justified. A young Jean-Michel 
and his mother behold Picasso’s Guernica. 
She’s moved to tears, then to smiles as a 
glowing crown — one of Basquiat’s trade- 
mark emblems — sprouts on her son’s 
head. It seems not so much a brilliant im- 
age as a reprise of the old Imperial mar- 
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But as soon as the adult Basquiat 
emerges — literally, from a box in St. 
George’s Square — the film shifts from 
the crude outlines of cartoon to the ambi- 
guities of myth. In front of Basquiat, the 
starmaking art critic René Ricard (a su- 
perb Michael Wincott) sits composing his 
influential essay “The Radiant Child.” “No 
one wants to be part of a generation that 
ignores another van Gogh,” he writes, 
speaking in voiceover. “Everyone wants to 


get on the van Gogh boat.” 

The van Gogh myth implies that obscu- 
rity, derangement, and an early death are 
the traits of genius. Basquiat was no van 
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Gogh — the art scene of his time-deprived 
him of any Hope of obsctirity — but he is 
one of the more fascinating of those who 
wanted to get on the van Gogh boat. And 
if Schnabel doesn’t articulate anything 
new about the myth, he does convey the 
hold it had over Basquiat, and he examines 
in biting, witty detail how people around 
the artist responded. 

People like Gina Cardinale, a compos- 
ite of several of Basquiat’s lovers played 
with vulnerability, sweetness, and 
strength by Claire Forlani. It’s a familiar 
story as he courts her while an unknown 
and then cruelly neglects her after he 
grows successful. But the passion and 
grief of these actors’ performances, and 
the deft manner in which Schnabel 
choreographs their stories with poetic de- 
tails and gestures, transcends stereotype. 
In a brief montage, Basquiat steals the 
pink scarf of a stranger (Courtney Love), 
leaves with her, returns home and offers 
it to Gina, then attends his first big show, 
where Big Pink retrieves her scarf from 
Gina’s neck. It’s a masterpiece of com- 
pression and poignancy. 

A more-familiar figures in Basquiat’s 
circle is Andy Warhol, whom David Bowie 
plays with an eerie accuracy that goes be- 
yond parody to a self-consciousness that’s 
almost innocence. His own creativity on 
the wane, Warhol adopted the rising 
Basquiat in a relationship that this depic- 
tion suggests was not so much cynical as 
desperate and deep. When the two collab- 
orate on a painting and a woebegone 
Warhol gazes at the canvas to lament, “I 
don’t even know what’s good anymore,” 
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your laughter catches on a pang of com- 
passion and a chill of fear. 

Other standouts include Dennis Hopper 
doing a Peter Lorre imitation as the collec- 
tor Bruno Bischofberger, Parker Posey as 





gelid supergallery owner Mary Boone, and | 
Paul Bartel campily accurate as museum | 


curator Henry Geldzahler. Only Gary Old- 
man as Schnabel’s stand-in, “Albert Milo,” 
is unresonant. 


Like Schnabel’s paintings 


(and | 


Basquiat’s), this film is more assemblage 


than narrative. It’s composed in layered | 
bits and pieces of faces, dialogue, details, 
and motifs, and though Schnabel’s style is 
sleeker, more calculating, than his sub- 
ject’s, it’s also more coherent and at times 


more affecting. Schnabel’s sense of dra- | 


matic scenes is surprisingly subtle, with a | 


busy foreground suddenly shuddering into | 
a revelation. Near the end, Basquiat stum- | 
bles through apologies and explanations to 


Gina in an expensive restaurant. Finally he 
can no longer ignore the remarks of the 
white businessmen at the table behind him. 
Coolly he asks the maitre d’ to put their 
check on his bill. 

With one gesture, one stroke of the 
brush, the film brings into relief one of the 
profound social voids that lurk beneath the 
blithe social gatherings and personal tur- 
moils of its surface. Drugs are similarly al- 
luded to in understated but devastating 
glimpses. Basquiat does not revel in addic- 
tion a la Trainspotting; instead it offers an 
aesthetic alternative to that film’s nihilism, 
vindicating the creative imagination — re- 
gardless of whether the age is just say yes 
or no. QO 
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OS ANGELES — The word on painter/singer/ 
songwriter/filmmaker Julian Schnabel is that no 


matter what topic he’s on, it invariably becomes 
about Julian Schnabel, and you don’t really mind, be- 
cause he’s probably more interesting anyway. In the case 
of Basquiat, though, he wants to take second stage to his 
subject. Even though he wrote, directed, and produced 
the film and included in the cast four of his family mem- 
bers, he drew the line at appearing in it himself. 

“I was involved in everything, I dressed up the actors; 
Gary [Oldman], Michael [Wincott], and Chris [Walken] 
were all wearing my clothes. | was painting the jeep, | 
was out there doing the hair, my mother, father, children 
were in the movie. People ask me why wasn’t I in the 
movie? Why didn’t I just play myself? I just think | am 
not an actor, and I think Gary did a much better job than 
| would have done. My paintings are in the movie, and | 
think that there is enough of me in the film without 
putting my name on it also.” 

Schnabel made Basquiat not to express himself but 
celebrate his friend Jean-Michel, who died in 1988 of a 
heroin overdose at the age of 27. “I think that he is prob- 
ably one of the most important artists of the last half of 
the 20th century. I don’t think that every painting Jean- 





Michel ever made is a masterpiece, but there must be at 
least 60 paintings out of his body of work that are really 
succinct emblems of his cosmology, of his way of seeing 
the world. 

“It was something that was personal to me, it was 
about the world that | live in and somebody that I knew. 
There was a lot of interest in Jean-Michel’s story after he 
died, and | thought everybody was getting it wrong. They 
were sensationalizing the fact that he died from a heroin 
overdose. Then there was an article in the New York 
Times about a drawing show that Jean-Michel had. It 
was so crass and idiotic, | thought, God, I’m glad Jean- 
Michel is dead so he doesn’t have to read this crap. 

“I wrote a letter to the Times and I never sent it, and 
when a man came to interview me about Jean-Michel and 
he wanted to make this film, I said, here is a chance to 
tell it the right way. | tried to help this man to get the film 


made. But we disagreed about things, and he was sort of 


turning them into clichés. So I became my brother’s 
keeper in some way. 

“1 think | approach making film the same way | ap- 
proach making paintings. | financed the movie with my 
friends, | finished it, and then it was sold later. I didn’t ap- 
peal to somebody and then make what they wanted me to.

I said, I'll give you 25 
marks for that. | kept that with me all of these years, 
thinking | would have some use for it, and I did in the 
film. | didn’t know the guy’s name at first and I wanted 
to give him credit. Anyway, it turns out that it was not his 
son playing the piano but it was his son’s tape, some oth- 
er guy was playing on it. 

“You know what I’m saying? You're attracted to 
something at some moment of your life somewhere and 
that becomes a part of the film. If you’re out there lean- 
ing toward the divine light attracted to different things 
thinking | don’t know how I’m going to use this, it is like 
picking up garbage on the street or finding something 
that catches your eye, you just catalogue in your head 
and you use that stuff when you are communicating. And 
so making a film is very much like painting to me, | have 
the same approach, and | think | made a movie about 
something I really knew something about.”

ansas City is Robert 
Altman’s second film 
named after an Ameri- 
can city famed for its 
music, but it’s no 
Nashville. His 1975 masterpiece earned 
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the right to take the name of a metropo- 
lis because its multipartite narrative re- 
flected the many fates and voices of its 
subject. At the same time it was true to 
its musical roots because it resolved all 
these voices with a devastating final 
chord. Altman’s new film attempts the 
same, but despite excellent performances, 
an outstanding soundtrack, and intrigu- 
ing narrative sleights-of-hand, Kansas 
City plays more like a formal exercise 
than the evocation of a community or the 
synthesis of a work of art. 

Maybe that’s because Altman takes his 
stylistic inspiration not from the pre- 
dictable patterns of country music but 
from the skewed improvisations of jazz. 
Chronology is the first thing he subjects 
to his fast and loose treatment. The film

opens on a rainy election eve in the title 
town in 1934. Blondie O’Hara (Jennifer 


Jason Leigh, doing strange things with 
her mouth — are those fake teeth?), pos- 
ing as her manicurist sister Babe (Brooke 
Smith), pays a visit on opiate-addicted 
client Carolyn Stilton (Miranda Richard- 
son, a master at seeming enigmatic), 
whose powerful-politician husband, Hen- 
ry (Michael Murphy), is an adviser to 
President Roosevelt. 

When Carolyn asks whether Blondie 
has brought her “something,” the gawky 
and vulgar stranger produces a handgun 
instead of the laudanum she’s expecting. 
Blondie is kidnapping Carolyn, she ex- 
plains, to pressure Henry into using his 
influence to get her husband, Johnny 
(Dermot Mulroney), out of the clutches 
of the gambler Seldom Seen (Harry Bela- 
fonte). Her harebrained and unlikely 
scheme put forth, Blondie gives Carolyn a 
bottle of the drug, which Carolyn greedily 
imbibes. “That sure works fast,” Blondie 
notes. “You're not going to go yellow 
pants on me, are you?” 

This is an example of the kind of 
quirky dialogue that makes Blondie and 
Carolyn’s subsequent duet one of the 
most diverting parts of Kansas City. That 
and Altman’s fun in tying knots in time 
and point of view with his editing.

required when a jarring cut is made from | 
the kidnapping to a daytime scene with 
Blondie and Babe in a train station. After 
a few moments you figure out that what | 
you're seeing is a flashback; from there | 
with impressive but ultimately gratuitous 
narrative convolutions the film’s slender 
premise and plot unfold. Johnny has 
robbed one of Seldom Seen’s high-rolling 
customers — in blackface, no less. Sel- | 
dom quickly apprehends him and holds | 
him prisoner in his Hey-Hey Club, allow- | 
ing Altman to buoy the film with lengthy 
bridges of period jazz performed by the 
musical legends visiting there. 

Which is unfortunate, because Alt- 
man’s attempt to make cinematic jazz is 
overshadowed by the musicians making 
the real thing. Only once does the music 
mesh with the story with memorable im- 
pact — a “cutting” contest with Lester 
Young and Coleman Hawkins (played by 
saxophonists Joshua Redman and Craig 
Handy) exchanging fiery improvisations 
intercut with an execution as chilling as 
the climactic assassination in The Con- 
formist. There aren’t many such mo- 
ments. Although not nearly as flimsy and 
superficial as Ready To Wear, Kansas 
City has to strain to stretch Altman’s few 
resources into a feature, relying on a in- 
scrutability that in the end amounts to 
trickery and an ambiguity that becomes 


amorphousness. 
In effect the film consists of two cap-. 
tive audiences — Johnny, at the hands 


of Seldom Seen, who subjects him, and 
us, to a droning monologue on racism, 
politics, and power; and Blondie and 
Carolyn, who, bound to each other, en- 
gage in a loopy and far more entertain- 
ing dialogue, mostly on the theme of 
class differences. As Blondie, who ad- 
mits that her role model is Jean Harlow, 
Leigh is put in the less than satisfying 
position of being an actress playing a 
character who’s playing an actress. De- 
spite some prickly line readings and pro- 
nounced tics, her character is little more 
than a one-dimensional pose. 

If Leigh’s Blondie is too obvious, Ri- 
cardson’s Carolyn is too opaque. This 
performance is a marvelously timed riff 
on stoned detachment that implies Car- 
olyn is holding something back with her 
ditzy obtuseness. But that something is 
never defined or even proven to exist. 
Carolyn’s relationship with her husband 
— the key to the film's dénouement — 
is not only unexamined but ultimately 
irrelevant. She serves both as our unen- 
lightened point of view and as Altman's 
ironic Omniscience, but when the 
shocking conclusion arrives, her mys- 
tery becomes mere incoherence and 
cheap effect. 

Unlike the stunning finale of Nashville, 
the bang that Kansas City ends on is 
more of a confused whimper. Although 
one of the most intelligent films of the 
year, it’s also one of the most soulless 


With Altman at the height of his playful 
powers but at the nadir of his inspiration, 
it’s a series of expert variations on an 
empty theme. *

EW YORK — In Kansas City, the sequences of 
Ag an all-night jazz show — with jazz greats of 

the ’30s played by their contemporary counter- 
parts — may seem more vivid than the slight plot, in 
which movie-obsessed Blondie O’Hara (Jennifer Jason 
Leigh) kidnaps socialite Carolyn Stilton (Miranda 
Richardson) to get Carolyn’s politician husband to free 
Blondie’s hood husband from the clutches of gangster/ 
jazz club owner Seldom Seen (Harry Belafonte). 

In fact, though Robert Altman and Frank Barhydt wrote 
the story 10 years ago, they let it sit until they figured out 
how to make live jazz central to the film. Explains Altman, 
“The idea was for these two women to start these conver- 
sations, back and forth, that weren't necessarily about 
what was going on, but about themselves. That’s pretty 
much the way jazz players do it. They set the song, and 
then the tenor saxophone gets up to do his riff, and then 
another tenor does his, and they go back and forth. The 
whole movie is a jazz piece. These characters are horns. 
And each time I do a scene change, we're with that band 
first. The tempo is set, and the music continues through. 
The characters drift right into it. It fits.” 

Richardson appreciates the musical analogy. “He’s 
cast you; he knows what your tones are, your pitch. He 
hears what he wants to hear already.” 

Altman chose his soloists carefully. He cast Leigh be- 
cause “when you take off her character’s suit, you can’t 
find Jennifer. She uses very little of her own personality.

That’s what I wanted this character to do. Blondie put on 
what Jean Harlow did on the screen. That’s what Jennifer 
does, and she’s been criticized for it. People say, ‘Oh, she 
overacts.’ Sure, she overacts. That’s what she’s supposed 
to be doing. But as this film goes on, you start seeing the 
pink stuff inside of that character.” 

Belafonte, Altman says, is “a close personal friend of 
mine. Harry didn’t audition for this part. He was this 
part. Seldom Seen was a real gangster who carried his 
money in a cigar box and went to prison three times for 
murder. He died in his mid to late 90s, so crime probably 
does pay.” He adds that Belafonte wrote his own mono- 
logues. “There was no point in me writing about the 
black experience because | saw it from the wrong side, 
from white eyes.” 

Kim Basinger, who was supposed to play Carolyn, 
dropped out at the last minute because of her pregnancy. 
Recalls Richardson, “I just got a wild, urgent phone call 
out of the blue. ‘It’s Bob Altman.’ He explained the situa- 
tion. ‘This would mean you'd have to come in right 
away.’ | asked him, ‘Why me?’ And he said, “You're the 
only one I can think of.’ ” 

Why Richardson? “I don’t have the slightest idea,” Alt- 
man says. “I knew her work from two or three films. | 
called her up and said, ‘The only thing is, | can’t rewrite 
it to pass this woman off as British. Can you do a Mid- 
western accent?’ She said, ‘Don’t worry. I may fail you 
as an actor, but I can do that accent.’ This was her first 


short notice? Explains Leigh, 
tions, when you work on a movie, that are just the con- 
ventions of filmmaking, so you don’t see them as limita- 
tions. There are marks you have to hit. You’re not al- 
lowed to overlap with people’s dialogue. On an Altman 
film, those are lifted. You can go anywhere. You can say 
anything anytime. Everything feels real. Your imagination 
is on fire. The set is just a really happy, fun place to be. 
Even the prop men are excited.” 

“Fun” is not a word usually associated with Leigh, who 
is known for her deeply troubled characters. But she says, 
“I think Blondie’s really funny. She’s trying to be tough, 
and it’s so transparent. She’s in way over her head. The 
only way she’s informed about being a criminal is from 
what she’s seen in the movies. She wants to be Harlow, 
but she’s coming through with Cagney. She’s not doing it 
very well, and that’s what I love about her. Of course, I’m 
immediately attracted to anyone who's a misfit.” 

Kansas City in the 1930s was the site of the 71-year- 
old director’s childhood. “We made it as faithful as I 
know how to make it,” he says. “Emotionally, it was a 
strange trip for me. | had a sense memory of all those 
places. | spent the first 18 years of my life in Kansas City, 
and I only went back for my parents’ funerals. There was 
a cold nostalgia. | knew the topography, but | didn’t 
know any people. I hadn't kept any contacts. But it was 
pleasant. There are moments in the film that nobody's 
going to be able to say, ‘Ah, that was done for this rea- 
son.’ Those are all personal memories, and all that means 
to me is, | know it’s the truth. | don’t have to worry 
about whether the audience will get it or not because it’s 
the truth.”

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The Popkins at the Brattle, 


plus Petric and the Persuasions 


by Gerald Peary 


ewcomers to Boston al- 

ways want the Brattle 

Theatre in Cambridge 

to reinvent the wheel, 

to show the four or five 
basic Bogeys (Casablanca, The Big 
Sleep, etc.), to repeat ever-popular noirs 
(Double Indemnity, etc.). Longtime Brat- 
tle attendees, on the other hand, grouse 
unless each two-month schedule offers 
innovative programming. It’s with these 
demanding regulars in mind 
that the Brattle has reached 
out and booked through 
September 2 the Harry M. 
Popkin Film Library, five 
Monday double features, in 
35mm, of mostly obscure B- 
films made in Hollywood be- 
tween 1945 and 1952. 

I'd never heard of produc- 
ers Harry M. and Leo C. Pop- 
kin before the Brattle show- 
ings. They were LA-based film exhibitors 
who, in the 1940s, got into production. 
Their first releases were low-cost "all- 
black” films. Then they went big-time by 
purchasing Agatha Christie’s most fa- 
mous mystery, Ten Little Indians, which 
they made and released through Twenti- 
eth Century Fox as And Then There Were 
None (1945). After that they produced 
smaller-budget genre pictures, with mi- 
nor directors and second-tier Hollywood 
actors, and released these through Unit- 
ed Artists. 

Harry Popkin died in 1991; Leo Pop- 
kin survives in retirement. Now their old 
movies have been packaged by Wade 
Williams Distribution, in Kansas City, 
for arthouse revivals. 

I've watched seven of the 10 Popkin 
Film Library features in the Brattle se- 
ries. | wish | appreciated them more.

dle of 1951’s The Well, and a splendid 
cheap-blonde "femme fatale” turn by 
James Cagney’s sister, Jeanne, in 1950’s 
Quicksand (August 19). There’s a 
smooth ensemble of Hollywood pros 
(Barry Fitzgerald, Walter Huston, C. 
Aubrey Smith) hamming it up commu- 
nity-theater fashion for And Then There 
Were None (September 2). But the only 
wonderful film in the series, 1950's 
D.O.A. (September 2), is hardly a dis- 
covery. It’s part of the essential “noir” 
repertoire. 

The Popkin imprint on a movie 
doesn’t mean much in terms 
of style or story. Note such 
mediocrities as 1950’s The 
Big Wheel (August 19), a 
routine Mickey Rooney race- 
car melodrama, and 1950's 
Champagne for Caesar (Au- 
gust 26), an unfunny farce 
about early TV quiz shows. 

What Popkin films have in 
common, I'm afraid, is con- 
trived happy endings. The 
most egregious is for And Then There 
Were None. Recall Christie’s great para- 
noid finale, in which, after eight people 
are bumped off, the two survivors face 
off, and one of them is the serial killer. 
The movie tacks on a shameless upbeat 
epilogue. The same thing happens in The 
Well, in which a little black girl seems to 
be dead when pulled from a hole in the 
ground. No, wait! She's breathing! Hal- 
lelujah! And wise-ass Mickey Rooney 
surely should be shot dead by the cops at 
the conclusion of Quicksand. He’s stolen, 
he’s murdered, he’s been brash and bad. 
No, wait! It appears there’s a chance for a 
short sentence and early parole! 

D.O.A. offers a stark contrast, with 
its punch-to-the-kidneys ending. In this 
ever-sublime little movie, pudgy Ed- 
mond O’Brien plays a regular joe who, 
on a business trip away from his family, 
gets slipped a fatal poison. He races

novel (he also wrote Raise the Red 
Lantern) chronicles a love triangle and 
the entwined fates of three friends against 
the backdrop of China in the throes of the 
Communist revolution.

onto the trail of his accidental killers be- 
fore the lethal medicine can take effect. 
D.O.A. is a thriller with a philosophical 
overlay. Unconsciously, O’Brien is han- 
kering for an adventure to fracture his 
goody-goody existence. Although he 
gets worse than he wishes for, in facing 
death (B-movie existentialism) he really 
lives for the first time. 

Has anyone noticed how close D.O.A. 
is to Wim Wenders’s 1977’s The Ameri- 
can Friend, in which Bruno Ganz, a fam- 
ily-values guy afflicted by a fatal disease, 
comes weirdly to life amid a bloody trail 
of gangsters? Maybe Wenders was delv- 
ing into the Harry M. Popkin Library.

‘My Old Lady turns Paris 


into Horovitz territory

he six degrees that supposed- 
ly separate us are too many 
for Israel Horovitz. In the in- 
cestuous world of his plays, 
painful, inescapable child- 
hood — and intertangled DNA — is des- 


| tiny. The past is no vision in a madeleine 
| but a very twisted pretzel. So is it any sur- 
| prise that a seemingly random current 








event, when tossed into Horovitz’s imagi- 
native stew, bubbles and simmers until it 
becomes a cross between The Wakefield 


| Plays and that glowering grandfather of 
| ‘sins-of-our-fathers drama, Ibsen? In the 


end, all that’s missing is Judge Brack. 

My Old Lady — the second Horovitz 
work to have its world premiere in 
Gloucester this summer — was obviously 


| inspired by a recent real-life incident in- 


volving an American who bought a Paris 
apartment from an elderly woman with the 
stipulation that she would continue to oc- 
cupy it for her lifetime: in the end she out- 


lived him. But in Horovitz’s treatment, the 
old lady and her usurper are related by 
more than real estate; they turn out to 
have been in and out of each other’s busi- 
ness, and each other’s relations’ knickers, 
for decades. 

In the beginning, however, the play looks 
like a wry, rather promising sit-com 
(Horovitz even coins a Frenchified take on 
The Golden Girls: old gray méres). Hard-up 
middle-aged American Mathias “Jim” Gold, 
left nothing by his rich dad but a Paris 
apartment, shows up on his own doorstep 
hoping to sell quick, take the money, and 
run. But nonagenarian occupant Mathilde 
Giffard fills him in on the fine print of dad- 
dy’s deal; Mathias owns not only the apart- 
ment but, until she buys the farm, her. 
Hence the title (of the play, not to the apart- 
ment). Mathias figures the bequest is pop’s 
way of pimping him one last time, from be- 
yond the grave. But just before intermission 
we learn that, in fact, Mathias’s old man 
was his old lady’s lover for about 65 years. 
“Does that shock you?”, Mathilde inquires 
with worldly sweetness. If he knew he were 
in an Israel Horovitz play, it wouldn’t. And 
he’d take his eye off Mathilde’s hostile, mid- 
dle-aged daughter faster than you can say 
“inbreeding.” 

I had great hope for My Old Lady up 
until intermission. David Wheeler directs 
the piece so that the interplay between 
Miriam Varon’s quaint but savvy 
Mathilde and Paul O’Brien’s bristling, 
abrupt Mathias is quite funny. (“You are 
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ESTATE: try crossing Horovitz’s Wake- 





field plays with the grandfather of sins-of-our-fathers drama, Ibsen. 


pathétique,” she tells him, as if he were a 
Tchaikovsky symphony. “You are a pi- 
rate,” he tells her, not inaccurately, when 
she eyes his Rolex as “rent.”) That 
Mathilde, and daughter Chloe when she 
shows up, have earned their living as En- 
glish teachers scales the language barrier 
conveniently (though Wheeler comes up 
with no way to explain why Varon, who is 
European, speaks English with an accent 
to which she’s added French dollops 
while Lisa Richards, as Chloe, doesn’t at- 
tempt one). And there is an amusing per- 
verseness to the “situation” of Mathias 
bonding with Mathilde over tea and 
steamy literature while, for obvious if im- 
personal reasons, wishing she were push- 
ing up les fleurs. 

But Horovitz is just biding his time 
amusingly. Once the cat is out of the bag, 
melodramatic fur flies. Even so, I had 
hope — first, that the drunken Mathias’s 
recriminatory tales of father hate, maternal 
despair, and all-around suicide would turn 
out to be not true confessions but a dia- 
bolical attempt to make Mathilde’s heart 
stop; second, that the play would at least 
come around to being about the shattering 
of Mathilde’s sophisticated-European illu- 
sion that her “discreet” if interminable love 
affair indeed did no harm. If, in a toned- 
down reworking, Horovitz could shift the 
focus from Mathias’s maudlin thunderings 


to Mathilde’s realization, at 94, that the 
great love poem of her life had a few stan- 
zas shredded, the play might be improved. 
But My Old Lady turns into a shared bleat 
by the “defeated” twins, Mathias and 
Chloe, to the effect that their parents’ 
triple-overtime infidelity robbed them of 
loving childhoods and ruined their lives. 
Horovitz even tosses them a Moon for the 
Misbegotten climax, with General Gabler’s 
pistols as a chaser. 

Nonetheless, the Gloucester Stage Com- 
pany. staging is strong and remains so even 
after the play turns into Orphans of the 
Sturm. Varon is believably frail and coy; she 
also manages to swoon subtly. Richards’s 
obvious Americanness is a problem, and 
she’s sexier than she is formidable, but she 
has an apt prickliness. Paul O’Brien — an 
actor too long absent from the local rialto 
— is self-depreciating but dynamic as 
Mathias. When he isn’t leaking rage or self- 
loathing, or charging bravely through lines 
like “I know what it feels like to be an or- 
phan waiting to be born,” he has an insou- 
ciant, albeit masculine, way with Horovitz’s 
little verbal jokes. And told that the gram- 
marian dowager clinging to his nest egg like 
a barnacle was also his father’s inamorata 
for long enough to grow a tree, he sure can 
milk a pause. Mathias may be a self-pro- 
claimed loser, but O’Brien makes him as | 
winning as possible. Q 





Hyde and geek 


The North Shore unveils its new 
musical version of Dr. Jekyll

t’s the wrong bit of Victorian nasty, 

but Dr. Jekyll and Mr. Hyde, the 

new “Romantic Musical Thriller,” 

really should be named Jack the 

Ripoff. Perhaps they could call it 
Jek the Ripoff? It’s hard to recall a show 
that seemed so borrowed — and I don’t 
mean just from Robert Louis Stevenson 
(who, incidentally, receives no program 
credit). The musical, which is having its 
world premiere at the North Shore Music 
Theatre (it was workshopped at the Miami 
Valley Dinner Theatre in Franklin, Ohio), 
takes its smoky, metal-scaffoldinged look 
from Sweeney Todd, its ghoulish depiction 
of the underclass from Les Misérables, and 
many of its tunes and themes from Les 
Mis and The Phantom of the Opera (with 
bits of Aspects of Love thrown in for good 
Lloyd Webberian measure). 


That said, a great deal of care has been 
lavished on the production, which is atmo- 
spheric and well sung. I would suggest that 
these talented people just go do Les Mis 
and Phantom of the Opera, except that 
Michael X. Martin, strong of tonsil and 
commitment as Jekyll/Hyde, has already 
played Inspector Javert, and Kim Lindsay, 
classy and sweet-voiced as Amanda, Jekyll’s 
love from the right side of the tracks, has 
undertaken Cosette and Eponine and 
toured as Christine Daaé in Phantom (the 
Kopit/Yeston version). 

Although full of echoes, the songs in 
Jekyll and Hyde-are better than the book 
and lyrics, the latter of which are so stolid 
and drippy that you wish the songwriters 
would develop demonic alter egos to help 
out. Unfortunately, as lyricists David Levy 
and Leslie Eberhard are more like Dr. 
Jekyll and Mr. Rogers. Composer Phil Hall 
does supply some pretty ballads (notably 
“In Your Eyes”) when he isn’t retooling 
“Master of the House” as “Life at the Bot- 
tom of the Glass” and “Music of the Night” 
as “I Am the Night” or stuffing the an- 
themic motifs of Jean Valjean into Jekyll’s 
mouth. And the ragtimy element of Hall’s 
music-hall tunes (to which the repressed 
Jekyll tries to loosen up in the East End) is 
infectious. The brassy ditties are ably per- 
formed too, by Kristie Dale Sanders as 
tart-with-heart Lily (whose attraction to 
Hyde marries poignance to street ‘savvy) 
and Amy Arnold and Mary Rotella as her 
Harlettes. 

The story of Jekyll and Hyde — which 
Stevenson related in the disparate narra-

tives of several of the characters — is in the 
public domain and has had a number of 
variations danced upon it. This one is fairly 
well crafted, though heavy on the mirror- 
image symbolism and romantic melodrama. 
It’s also one in which Dr. Jekyll, upon tak- 
ing his personality-changing serum, meta- 
morphoses not into an overmade-up crea- 
ture of hideousness (a la Fredric March in 
the 1932 film) but into a sort of slinky, if 
sadistic, lounge lizard. “He’s a looker,” 
sighs Lily of the hunky Hyde. “Not all 
monsters are ugly,” remonstrates Amanda, 


who meets Lily when she comes 
to hospital to have the wounds 
Hyde has inflicted on her 
dressed and inadvertently jogs 
Jekyll’s memory of what he does 
in his off-hours. “Souvenirs of 
my own trip to hell!” he sings to 
himself of Lily’s bruises. 

On the whole, though, this is 
a rather sanitized Jekyll and 
Hyde — despite its acknowl- 
edgment of the seamy side of 
London, with its bawdy, pover- 
ty-hardened citizenry. Not until 
the very end does Hyde do any- 
thing more heinous than com- 
mit choreographed sex and vio- 
lence against his girlfriend — 
which, arguably, makes him no 
rottener a musical-theater hero 
than Carousel’s Billy Bigelow. 
At least Andrew Lloyd Webber’s 
Phantom kills people. 

Jekyll, upstanding Ego to | 
Hyde’s Id, presents the opposite | 
dramatic problem: though 
Michael X. Martin is a forceful 
singer, he has been directed to 
make Jekyll, when not vocally 
engaged, too much of a doofus. 
The fiery iconoclast of the 
opening number, in which 
Jekyll preaches our collective 
duality “Under the Skin,” is 
sacrificed to a bespectacled 
Clark Kent who’s geeky with 
the girls and given to moral 
posturing. Martin displays re- | 
markable engagement, however, 
in the silly, if climactic, exchanges between 
Jekyll and Hyde. 

The North Shore Music Theatre, a 
lynchpin in the National Alliance for Musi- 
cal Theater, includes as part of its mission 
the development and presentation of new 
works for the musical theater. With this 
production, which is directed by Philip 
Wm. McKinley with an eye toward both | 
period manners and horror-movie claptrap, 
it gives Dr. Jekyll and Mr. Hyde an impres- 
sive easel. But the work itself is paint-by- 
numbers. Qa

Rocking ‘out’ 


‘The Peecocks and Space Pussy 


lead the local gay-band scene

he notion of an outspo- 
kenly gay rock band al- 
ways brings certain 
stereotypes to mind, 
many of them revolving 
around Elton John or Melissa 
Etheridge (or Tom Robinson, if your 
memory stretches back that far). 
There’s a certain element of show-biz 
camp, a soft-pedaled political con- 
sciousness, a certain earnestness. 

So where does that leave the 
Peecocks and Space Pussy, two area 
bands who take flamboyance to new 
levels? Space Pussy are 
likely the only band 
based in Provincetown 
who don’t know any 
Melissa Etheridge cov- 
ers (although bassist 
Sue Goldberg hails 
from a female band who 
did a stack of them). 
And the Peecocks are 
without doubt the only 
Boston band whose preferred Stones 
cover is the notorious, unreleased 
“Cocksucker Blues.” Both hail from a 
rock tradition that would include Lit- 
tle Richard, the New York Dolls, and 
the Cramps in their glitter phase. In 
fact the last local appearance for ei- 
ther band was a month ago at Mama 
Kin, where both supported the leg- 
endary trash king/queen Jayne Coun- 
ty, of “(If You Don’t Wanna Fuck 
Me) Fuck Off” fame. 

Neither outfit likes to peg itself as a 
gay band — though if you’ve seen 
Space Pussy frontman Ryan Landry in 
full drag, or Peecocks leader Jim 
Moran literally pegging himself with a 
dildo in the show’s finale, you’ve got- 
ten the picture. The latter action 
would cap a set that’s also likely to in- 
clude the Pink Floyd send-up “Anoth- 


| er Prick in the Stall” and appropriate 


covers of Bowie’s “Boys Keep Swing- 
ing” and the Barbarians’ “Are You a 
Boy or Are You a Girl,” with connota- 


| tions Barbarians singer/drummer 


Moulty never intended. 

Moran, who lately goes by the 
stage name Jimmy Shelter, always 
had as much chutzpah as anyone on 
the local scene (I can vouch, having 
gone to college with the guy). What’s 
surprising is how the Peecocks have.

grown from a joke act to a semi-legit 
one. A roomful of good old-school 
players have passed through the line- 
up (alumni include all of the Classic 
Ruins, garage pooh-bah Kenne High- 
land, and Fort Apache co-founder 
Joe Harvard; among the current cast 
are veteran punk drummer Matt 
Burns and back-up singers Jody Ur- 
bati and Patty Deeney, collectively 
dubbed the Cockettes). They’ve done 
a memorial tune for Johnny Thun- 
ders, “One Last Nod,” that’s being 
considered for a documentary film, 
and they’ve started to do a non-joke 
anthem — “We’re Here, We’re 
Queer, Get Used to It” — with a list 
of salutees (Oscar 
Wilde, Lily Tomlin, Gus 
Van Sant) that gets up- 
dated each time it’s 
played. Moran says he 
doesn’t want to preach 
about homosexuality 
but adds, “I’m always 
happy to talk about the 
subject to people in pri- 
vate. I’m even willing to 
give demonstrations.” 

Obvious question: has he ever got- 
ten beat up? “There’s always the po- 
tential for disaster, but we win them 
over. The only real incident I had was 
once at the Rat, where we were doing 
‘Back in the Closet’ [Moran’s ode to 
an ex-fling who reverted to his old 
hetero ways]. There was a guy passed 
out in front of the stage; I got on and 
started dry-humping him. He came 
to with a big grin on his face and a 
hard-on and grabbed this rather at- 
tractive woman in front and started 
groping her. She sucker-punched 
him and I realized, ‘If we don’t do 
something soon we'll have a little Al- 
tamont here.’ So I hoisted him up on 
stage and started doing a little two- 
step with him. I waltzed him over to 
the side of the stage, onto some wait- 
ing bouncers who promptly threw 
him out the door.” 

Space Pussy are also a bit of a 
motley crew; along with Landry and 
Goldberg, the line-up includes drum- 
mer Rikki Bates, whose impending 
sex-change operation really freaked 
out his last band, the Incredible Ca- 
suals. SP also have some well-chosen 
cover tunes — Landry is the first 
male I’ve seen sing the Runaways’ 
“Cherry Bomb”— and at least one

classic original, “The Whole World’s 

Turning Dyke, Thank God.” For all 
that, Landry, who’s lately stopped | 
playing in drag, is a tad jaded about 
his target audience. Living in 
Provincetown and hating disco will | 
do that for you. 

“I’m a human being first, a goof- 
ball idiot second, a human horse 
third, and probably a gay man some- | 
where down the line,” he says. “Gay 
people are too happy in their own 
misery. Going out week after week 
doing Ecstasy, dancing to the same 
music that’s been played for 25 years, 
then going home to your lonely | 
apartment with a teddy bear dressed | 
in leather and listening to Mariah | 
Carey — seven years in Hell would | 
be preferable to that.” Lest we get the 
wrong idea, Landry points out that he 
was one of the first 50 members of 
the gay activist group ACT UP. “Not 
that I want to see gay people lose | 
their rights, but they need to get over | 
focusing on being gay. I mean, I walk 
down the street and see rainbow flags | 
and signs that say ‘I brake for angels’ | 
— who’s selling that shit? And | 
they’re making a mint off it.” 

Space Pussy are pressing ahead 
with plans for a debut album, which 
may be on a major label if the A&R 
folks (from Mercury) who came to | 
their last show are any indication. | 
Any kinship with the San Francisco | 
punk band Pansy Division, who were 
getting big when Space Pussy formed | 
last year? “No, because they stink. I 
like them as people, but they’re bad 
Ramones and everything sounds the 
same.” 

Although neither outfit has any lo- 
cal gigs on the immediate schedule, 
both promise to be back in the clubs | 
by September. Don’t bother locking 
up your daughters, unless it’s with | 
each other.

DUMPTRUCK REUNION. Imag- | 
ine stopping in your local rock joint | 
just to kill a few minutes and finding 
out that one of your all-time favorite | 
local bands is about to stage an im- 
promptu reunion show. It happened 
to me last week when Dumptruck 
improbably wound up on the sched- 
ule for one of Skeggie Kendall’s 
Tuesday-night hoedowns at the Mid- | 
die East bakery.

BELLY DISBAND, QUIVVVER 
CHANGE. Rumors of a Belly break- 
up were confirmed this week. The 
band call it quits after two albums, 
the worldwide hit Star and the com- 
mercially flopped but musically solid 
follow-up King (both Sire).

know my tonsils are fried, but I’m 
better than anything you’ve ever 
seen,” Johnny Rotten announced a 
few songs into the Sex Pistols’ 
show for 7300 at Great Woods last 
Saturday. No one was disagreeing. 

Twenty years after they changed rock- 
and-roll history, and 18 years after their 
last live performances, the Sex Pistols are 
touring with what may be the best oldies 
show of the summer. Probably more than 


| any other band, the Pistols were of the 


moment that produced them. They were 
artistic and political insurrectionists who, 
as others have pointed out, gave 


| Thatcherite England a collective nervous 
| breakdown. When they imploded on their 
| first US tour it was a self-fulfilling prophe- 


cy; by their own proclamation, they were 
supposed to be the end of rock and roll, so 
it only made sense that they would come 
to a screeching halt as a band. 

Typically, they’ve undercut any potential 


| criticism by calling this the “Filthy Lucre 


Tour” (and releasing Filthy Lucre Live, 
recorded at one of the tour’s early dates). 
For some, it’s a travesty, a sellout. For 


| others, like punk chronicler John Savage 


A Rotten time 


The Sex Pistols come 
back to nail their legacy 


(writing in Spin), it’s a completion of “un- 
finished business.” 

So the Pistols are finally touring as a 
real band, cashing in on the “alternative” 
revolution they helped create. They’re 
playing with a real bassist, founding mem- 
ber (and Pistols co-songwriter) Glen Mat- 
lock, replacing Sid Vicious. And it’s as a 
band, rather than as a nostalgia act, that 
they succeeded on Saturday night. 

Are the Pistols a better group than, say, 
Social Distortion? Do they kick out the 
jams better than young punks Green Day? 
On both counts, probably not. Social Dis- 
tortion and other bands deliver a more 
precise, finely honed sonic assault. And 
Green Day are, well, younger. But Rot- 
ten’s proud declaration of “fat, 40, and 
back” is overstated. For one thing, gui- 
tarist Steve Jones is bulked-up and scary- 
looking. Matlock is as dark-eyed hand- 
some as the young David Byrne. From the 
15th row drummer Paul Cook still looks 
boyish and pounds mightily. 

The only one who really looks like shit is 
Rotten. With his hair brushed up into a 
red and orange troll-doll doo, and wearing 
a striped blue smock with matching pants 
and a flowing blouse, his eyes bugging out 
as he spat lyrics at the crowd, he might 
have been an account executive who'd suf- 
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LIKE LITTLE RICHAR 


fered a late-onset schizo breakdown one 
day at the office. But of course it’s Rotten 
who makes the band. Jones scraped ap- 
propriately nasty chords and leads out of 
his metal-flake blue guitar all night, and 
Matlock and Cook supplied the rhythmic 
muscle. Yet this outfit isn’t about jaw- 
dropping virtuosity; it’s about the songs 
and Rotten’s bleating delivery of them, and 
his command of the stage. 

This, after all, is the best material he’s 
ever had, and he knows it. Even as familiar 
chord progressions keep popping up in 
song after song, there’s Rotten, pegging 
each word like a stud gun nailing a two- 
by-four. The changes may be familiar (a 
friend commented that the Monkees’ 
“Stepping Stone” might be the best song 
the Pistols do), but nothing else is. Rotten 
shifts from singing to his own brand of 
song-speech in mid phrase, jumping into a 
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here’s someone who, unlike 99 
percent of white rock-and-rollers, 
owes virtually nothing to African- 
American Southern inflections in 
his delivery — unless it’s his 
sense of variable pitch. He’s a 
nasty Brit and he sounds like one, 
and the comparison to Laurence 
Olivier’s Richard III as a rock- 
and-roll singer is accurate. When 
he sings, “You thought we were 
faking/We were all just money- 
making” or “Too many people 
support us,” he nails the conso- 
nants and they stay nailed. He 


but with a requisite bump and 
grind every so often, conducting 
the lyrics of “EMI” with his 
hands, lecturing a would-be gob- 
ber in the mosh pit: “If you con- 
tinue to spit at me, I will put you in hospi- 
tal. I don’t know where you learned that 
shit, but you got it wrong!” 

The band pretty much played the new 
live album verbatim, which is pretty much 
a remake of their one studio LP, Never 
Mind the Bollocks . . . Here’s the Sex Pis- 
tols. Add to that a B-side like “Satellite,” 
the Monkees cover, and, as the last en- 
core, Jonathan Richman’s “Roadrunner,” 
with a bit of nastiness thrown at WBCN’s 
boss, a pioneering US Pistols supporter 
(“Fuck off, Eeed-uh-puss!”), and you have 
an oldies show all right, but with songs 


and a performer who endure. Who knows | 


whether the Pistols will make a go of it 
with new material? Or whether, like Little 
Richard doing “Tutti Frutti” 40 years lat- 
er, they'll be playing “Pretty Vacant” in 
2016? If so, just like Richard, they might 
still be worth seeing. Q

Primitive Radio Gods 


are a single-deity band

tanding Outside a Broken 
Phone Booth with Money 
in My Hand” has been 
saturating the airwaves 
for weeks with its trippy 
grooves and B.B. King sample (probably 
the most airplay B.B.’s ever gotten), but it 
doesn’t even begin to hint at the bizarre 
breadth of the album it comes from, Rock- 
et (Columbia). Even with a huge “alterna- 
tive” hit like “Phone Booth,” Rocket is de- 
fiantly non-alternative. Sure, the opening 
track, “Women,” has an Achtung Baby 
wallop in its deep, snare-drum bonk, cor- 
rosive guitar-chord washes, and crooning 
Bono-esque vocals. But the rest of the al- 
bum revels in unfashionable guitar-solo 
heroics and power pop unmediated by 
90s angst. Just check the good ol’ unam- 
biguous anti-establishment sentiments of 
“Motherfucker,” “Where the Monkey 
Meets the Man,” and the parody of rock- 
star lifestyles, “The Rise and Fall of OOO 
Mau,” with its big Zep riff-rock fanfares 
and concluding lines: “Sales fall/Lose it 
all/The crowd moves on/You can’t afford 
a limo/Pout and cry/Fake suicide/Then 
write a book/About a past addiction.” 
In fact, when you meet Primitive Radio 


| Gods one-man-band Chris O’Connor, he 
| has a lone-wolf air of determination about 
| him and, apparently, not a lot of ambiva- 


lence. He also says “fuck” a lot. O’Con- 


| nor, as all media junkies know by now, 


recorded Rocket for $1000, playing all the 


| parts, using mostly drum samples except 


for here and there, and later adding a cou- 
ple of “guest” guitar spots. It was recorded 


| in frustration after his successful indie-pop 
| trio the I-Rails, four albums into their ca- 
| reer, went bust. The tape sat around for a 
| few years before he started sending out 
| CDs of it to various radio and A&R peo- 
| ple. In the meantime, O’Connor was log- 
| ging another first for an American rock 
| dude: we can pretty safely say that he’s the 
| only artist charting on Billboard’s 200 al- 
| bum chart who’s worked a day job as an 
| air-traffic controller. 


When we met for lunch to chat before 


| his current tour (which comes to the Par- 
| adise next Thursday), O’Connor, lean and 
| blue-eyed, faced automobile traffic fear- 
| lessly, and not, it seems, because he’s from 
| California, where drivers get ticketed for 
| running crosswalks. He’s got a nose-for- 


ward gait, and when we arrived at the 
restaurant for lunch, he claimed to have no 
appetite before relenting with a Caesar sal- 
ad, stabbing each chunk of romaine with 


| his fork and cleaning his plate while he de- 
| livered pronouncements on the music in- 
| dustry and a gloss of his personal history 


— which, it turned out, could also be the 


| history of the last 10 years in rock. 


“From the time I was 19 to 24 I was 
caught up in the whole alternative-rock 
mentality: if it was on a major label, or if it 


was retro, then it sucked and you didn’t 
listen to it. With Rocket I was going back 
and listening to old stuff: Beatles, and es- 
pecially Bowie. I would put Ziggy Stardust 
on and say, “Wow, this is the best record 
ever!’ Rocket has a lot of retro influences.” 

“We [the I-Rails] played the whole 
game. It was really a bad time for — I hate 
to use the word — alternative. But at that 
time, ’89-’90, fuckin’ hair bands and glam 
were ruling MTV and all the rock signings. 
We were a three-piece, and I remember 
this one show, we had this A&R chick from 
Geffen come out to see us, and she said we 
needed to get a keyboard player. We went 
through the whole wringer; we had VPs 
from New York come out to see us. It was 
brutal, because we had so many A&R guys 
say, ‘Oh, you are the greatest, I'll [risk get- 
ting] fired if only I can sign you, blah, blah, 


blah.’ After we went through that for a year | 


and a half, it was like ‘Fuck this.’“Phat’s 


when [guitarist] Jeff [Sparks] quit and we | 


basically broke up. 

“That’s one of the reasons Rocket sat 
around for so long. After we broke up I 
just didn’t have the energy to get a band 
together and try to start that whole process 
all over again. I said, ‘I’m not going to play 
for those fuckin’ monkeys anymore.’ 

“Until Beck came along, a major label 











wouldn’t sign a white rock-and-roll solo | 


guy playing legitimate art rock, for lack of a 
better word. I mean, there’s people like 
Rick Springfield, or Madonna, or a dance 
diva, or a rap guy who can do it as one guy 
in a studio. But from a marketing stand- 
point, they didn’t have any models for solo 
rock guys. In England, it’s very acceptable 
for a guy, like The The or the Orb, to make 
records, and they don’t worry about the live 
package. Knowing that I would have to put 
a band together to play for these people, I 
just said fuck it. I wasn’t going to do it.” 
So what was the appeal of Columbia? 
“That they wanted to put it out. That 
was very appealing. It was just shocking 
that I got a major-label deal not only with- 
out them seeing the band, but not even 
seeing me in person. They had no idea 
what I looked like. They just called up and 
said they wanted to put the record out.” 
And so, uh, what was it like being an 
air-traffic controller? “Understaffed, un- 
derpaid. The equipment is 40 years old, 
breaks down all the time. It’s so old that 
they have to call guys off retirement to fix 
it, and they come in and can’t fix it be- 
cause the parts aren’t made anymore.” 
O’Connor was too young to be involved in 
the famous Reagan-era strike and lockout. 
“I'm a pretty hardcore union guy, anyway. | 


wouldn’t scab out on those guys. I wanted to | 


strike for years when I was working. I think 
everybody should fucking walk out.” Q

“The day that ‘The Natural One’ debuted 
as a ‘Buzz Clip,’ ” he recalls, “we were set- 
ting up to record the first tracks for Har- 
macy at'a house on Cape Cod. Suddenly

hit. | mean, making a hit rock record is a 
lot different from tossing together a trip- 
hop dance song that hits. If you want to be 
a rock band with a big audience, you’ve 
got to have your whole texture down. You 
have to have that Smashing-Pumpkins- 
remixed-by-Andy-Wallace sound. If Se- | 
badoh were to make an album that sound- 
ed like that, it would be so unnatural.” 

Barlow proceeds to do his best imitation 
of the modern-rock sound — the explo- 
sive, high-impact kick-snare assault, the 
polished roar of overdriven guitars, the 
angst-ridden vocal delivery gushing with 
insincerity — as applied to “Beauty of the 
Ride,” one of Harmacy’s prettier tracks. 

“Yeah, man,” Fay pipes in sarcastically, 
“but Weezer have really knocked open 
some doors for us.” 

“No,” answers Barlow. “Even Weezer | 
has that sound. Look, we don’t have Mar- | 
shall amps, we don’t have Les Paul guitars. 
So forget about it. People with managers 
make that kind of music. Musicians make 
that kind of music. We’re not musicians, 
and we don’t have a manager. When I hear 
that they’re going to be adding ‘Ocean’ 
[the first single from Harmacy] at modern- 
rock stations, I think to myself, ‘Great but 
what the fuck is that going to mean?’ | | 
don’t think that’s going to do anything. | | 
mean, no matter how many times you play 
a song like that on the radio, some guy rid- 
ing in his fucking Jeep Cherokee isn’t go- | 
ing to be like, ‘Hey man, this fucking 
makes me feel like turning it up and fuck- | 
ing rocking out!’ It’s not ass-kicking mu- | 
= 

Barlow’s probably right about the guy in 
the Cherokee — and his demographic 
comrades who were pumping their fists to 
the not-so-alterna-sounds of Soundgarden | 
and Metallica this summer. Harmacy is the | 
most confident and cohesive product of 
Sebadoh’s decade-long career, a mission | 
that began back when Barlow was still the | 
bassist in Dinosaur Jr., as a way for him to | 
blow off some steam with his eccentric pal | 
Eric Gaffney. But even “Ocean,” the disc’s | 
most accessibly rocking tune, isn’t likely to 
generate much of a testosterone buzz, with 
its lilting vocal melody and wry, self-con- 
scious lyrics like “I wish I had a way to 
make it better/To rearrange the world and | 
make you smile/But it’s dumb to even | 
think I had that power/And we haven’t | 




















been that close in a while.” 


Yeah, Barlow’s still writing songs about 
the breakdown of friendships and ro- 
mances, tightly crafted pop tunes that 
wrap heartbreakingly gorgeous melodies 
and scruffy guitar hooks around simple 
lyrics that telegraph a complex spectrum 
of passive-aggressive, self-reflective emo- 
tions. In fact, on Harmacy he proves him- 
self to be a master of the form, which basi- 
cally borrows the _ sensitive-guy 
singer/songwriter archetype from ’70s 
icons like James Taylor and the pre- 
Africanized Paul Simon and updates it 
with some geeky attitude and a mildly 
ironic smirk. With lyrics like “Drive a 
wedge put your weight behind it/Get 
someone to help you out/Find that perfect 
way to keep you angry,” “Perfect Way” re- 
works the theme of Simon’s “Fifty Ways 
To Leave Your Lover” without the glib 


| wordplay. 


“I think we’ve developed to the point 
where there’s a particular sound or style 
that people can identify as ‘a Sebadoh 
sound,’ ” reasons Barlow. “I mean, Se- 
badoh songs are written with a strong 
verse/chorus/verse structure. It’s not like 
anyone comes in and says, ‘Okay, let’s jam 
on his riff for three hours and I’ll try and 
figure out some lyrics for it the day before 
we record it.’ For me, it’s usually a song 
that you can play on acoustic guitar and 


| that I’ve decided would sound good if it 
| were buffed out with Fay drums and some 


Jake bass.” 
As basic as that may sound in theory, 
there’s an immediacy to Barlow’s songs 


| that transcends even his own analysis. He 
| hits personal, emotionally unsettling 
| chords that conjure sadness and beauty, 


hope and despair, opening a window on 


| an entire landscape of passions. With 
| “Too Pure,” one of the most arresting 


tracks on Harmacy, he articulates a sense 
of disconnection so poignantly that the 
waves of crashing guitar chords on the 
chorus wash away the aftertaste of false 


| angst left behind by the latest alterna-hit. 
| Even “Willing To Wait,” a lovelorn plea to 
| a former girlfriend that crests on the com- 


mon enough line “I’m still in love with you 


| and I only want to be with you,” puts a 





| fresh spin on an old pop-song subject, if 


only because Barlow’s delivery seems so 
naked, and because he puts himself on the 
line by singing something as pathetic and 
honest as “I still have a lot to learn about 
me.” 

It’s hard to be objective about a song 


| like “Too Pure.” Once it captures your 
| imagination, once you’ve been tugged un- 


der the melodic current and submerged in 


| its moody flow, its status as an artfully 
| crafted pop gem seems almost beside the 
| point. In transparent language Barlow ar- 


ticulates all the pain, confusion, and mis- 
placed rage that Kurt Cobain repressed 
behind his wall of distortion and cryptic 
lyrics. It’s enough to make you wonder 
what Barlow was doing playing second fid- 


| dle to J Mascis and to thank God that he 
| finally got kicked out of Dinosaur Jr. 


His songs anchor Harmacy. But Se- 


| badoh is definitely not the Lou Barlow 
project — that’s Sentridoh, the moniker

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under which he’s released his bedroom de- 
mos of Sebadoh songs. Since the third and 
final departure of founding drummer/ 
songwriter/destabilizing influence Gaff- 
ney, which took place before the release of 
Bakesale, just over two and a half years 
ago, Sebadoh have evolved from a loose, 
eclectic circle of divergent songwriters into 
something resembling a traditional rock 
unit. The sonic, mid-fi consistency that 
was broached on Bakesale blossoms here, 
thanks in part to the emergence of 
Loewenstein as a songwriter with many of 
the same gifts as Barlow. Loewenstein’s 
tunes tend to be thrashier than Barlow’s. 
But his melancholic “Prince - S” is one of 
the best Barlow tunes that Barlow never 
wrote, and his more raucous contribu- 
tions, including the punk rant “Love To 
Fight” and the unhinged garage-rocker 
“Mindreader,” give the disc a nice 
loud/quiet, hard/soft balance. 

Harmacy represents the first time Bar- 
low, Loewenstein, and Fay — or, for that 
matter, any Sebadoh formation — have 
recorded a full album as an ensemble. 
They still trade instruments. Barlow plays 
guitar on his songs and bass on Loewen- 
stein’s. Loewenstein takes over on drums 
when Fay plays bass on Barlow’s instru- 
mental “Weed Against Speed” and “Per- 
fect Way,” as well as on his own instru- 
mental “Sforzando!” Bob even takes his 
turn singing on a kick-ass version of the 
Bags’ “I Smell a Rat.” 

They don’t collaborate on songwriting. 
“It’s just easier not to,” Barlow explains. 
And they’ve yet to record a full album with 
one producer at one location. (Harmacy 
comes with a chart that outlines which 
tracks were recorded by the disc’s three 
engineers, Fort Apache’s Tim O’Heir and 
Wally Gagell and Dambuilders guitarist 
Eric Masunaga, at four different studios.) 
But this line-up has coalesced into’ some- 
thing greater then the sum of its parts. 
You can hear that reflected in Barlow’s 
willingness to underline, rather than un- 
dermine, the beauty of a song like “Willing 
To Wait” with lush, Mellotron strings. 

And you can sense it in the back-and- 
forth banter about the band they’ve be- 
come. “We've finally done what some 
bands do the week they form,” explains 
Barlow. “Some bands get a manager, start 
writing up postcards to give out at shows, 
and then they actually form.” 

“It’s taken us seven records to get our 
publishing deal together,” quips Fay, even 
though he’s technically been a real Seba- 
doh member for only a couple of those 
discs. 

“Yeah,” Barlow responds, “but we were 
a band that really wasn’t much of a band. 
We always had these songs and a reason 
to play. But we were never like” — he 
switches into a rock-dude voice: “Man, 
we’ve got to get our set together so we can 
kick ass at the CMJ music convention next 
week!” 

Fay takes the bait. “Man, I can’t wait to 
do CMJ this year! It’s going to be our big 
break!” 

“Yeah,” says Barlow, returning to his 
regular voice and only half-joking, “our 
big fucking fracture.” _

Pop-folk singer/songwriter Lisa Loeb 
played a solo acoustic set of her wispy, in- 
nocuous melodies in which teenage trau- 
mas take on the gravity of major political 
upheavals. And though it was left to 
Michelle Shocked to acknowledge the folk 
tradition with rootsy versions of “Kum- 
baya” and “Jambalaya,” the gesture was 
overshadowed by the personal psychodra- | 
ma she played out on stage, as she wor- 
ried about lost band members, fretted over 
her old record label, and deferred to her 
guitarist brother and to “Gatemouth” 
Brown, whom she described as a father 
figure. 

The absence of any major figure with a 
direct connection to the ’60s folk revival 
was significant, suggesting that a full- | 
fledged changing of the guard has finally | 
taken place. In the end, Indigo Girls laid 
claim to their crowns as alternative folk’s | 
royal duo, their sincere and impassioned 
anthems of spiritual, artistic, and per- 
sonal liberation lending a very ’90s-style

** 1/2 Various Artists, AMERI- 
CA IS DYING SLOWLY (Red 
Hot/EastWest). After releasing 
seven successful AIDS benefit 
compilations that focus on genres 
from dance to indie rock to coun- 
try, the Red Hot Organization has 
put out its first hip-hop album (note 
the acronym in the title). Many of 
the tracks do not mention AIDS at 
all — but it's surprising how many 
do. Whereas past non-rap Red 
Hot projects were more about rais- 
ing funds than about awareness, 
rap has a conversational quality 
that allows it to address the issues 
directly without sounding awkward 
or preachy. While making us 
dance and laugh, Domino tells us 
to “Sport That Raincoat.” Biz 
Markie, Chubb Rock, and Prince 
Paul warn, “No Rubber, No 
Backstage Pass.” 

The messages sent are not 
always on the mark. There are bits 
of the usual conspiracy theories 
(c/o Mobb Deep); there's entirely 
too much finger pointing at the 
“nasty hoes” (Sadat X, Fat Joe, 
and Diamond D.) and “no-good 
hoes” (Spice 1, Celly Cel, and Ant 
| Banks). But the compilation also 
| finds sensitivity and subtlety in 
some unlikely places. Wu-Tang 
| Clan's title track, for instance, 
limps along a simple two-chord 
piano loop that makes for some of 
| the most melancholic hip-hop ever 
created. And adding to the various 
viewpoints here, Eightball and 
MJG offer “Listen to Me Now” with 
| @ fap that comes from the virus's

City). After years spent modeling 
her anti-fashion concepts for the 
fanzine Rollerderby and looming in 
Bill Callahan's shadow as the 
other member of his band Smog, 
Cindy Dali has released her first 
solo album. Despite being untitied 
and uncredited (except with Dail's 
name on the inner sieeve), this 
release spotlights the presence of

The sound composition changes 
constantly. Gastr del Sol member 
Jim O'Rourke's serial piano and 
Callahan's clanging guitar trade off 
and transform throughout “Lion 
Becomes Dragon.” The cello and 
bagpipe noises of “Holland” give 
way to an off-kilter piano figure. It's 
as if Brian Eno’s first solo albums 
had been performed by the 
American woman he could only 
fantasize about becoming. 

Dall's lyrics display human 
emotions in such stark relief that 
they reveal the dark mess of 
impulses underneath, exposing 
selfishness as a mask for intense 
vulnerability, desire as the precur- 
sor to jealousy, love as a vehicle 
for fear. The music parallels that 
aura of inner turbulence; it’s as 
likely to envelop or bury her beau- 
titul voice as to accompany it.

GROOVE! (Upstart). On their 
sixth disc, this Austin roots-rock 
trio continue to draw on a range of 
Stylistic influences, from biues and 
rockabilly to Tex-Mex, while taking 
a step deeper into bayou territory.
